Transport  Minister  Shaul 
Yahalom  (NRP)  said  that  “there  is 
now  realization  ito  some  quaners 
on  the  Right  that  they  jumped 
open-eyed  over  the  brink.  They  are 
repeating  the  precise  mistake  they 
made  in  1992,  when  they  felled  the 
Shamir  government  and  brought 
Labor  to  power.

Netanyahu  told  a  Likud  audi¬ 
ence  Wednesday  night  that  he  will 
seek  the  Knesset's  approval  for  his 
conditions  for  continuing  Wye.

But  by  yesterday  it  was  still 
unclear  precisely  whar  mechanism 
be  will  use  for  testing  the 
Knesset's  attitude.

No  one  in  the  Likud  could  tell 
precisely  wbat  parliamentary  tack 
be  plans  to  adopt,  but  he  did  reit¬ 
erate  bis  intention  “nor  to  chase 
after  the  rebels  and  to  move  for 
early  elections.” 

With  The  die  against  the  govern¬ 
ment  already  cast.  The  Third  Way 
Knesset  faction,  citing  the  impasse 
over  Wyti  decided  lost  night  that 
its  four  MKs  would  all  vote  for 
early  elections. 

This  would  assure  the  opposi¬ 
tion’s  early  elections  bill  more 
than  the  minimum  61  votes  need¬ 
ed  to  pass  it  on  first  reading.

Saddam  starting  to  crack

As  the  US  and  Britain  launched 
more  bombing  raids  on  Iraq  yes¬ 
terday,  Israel"  deployed  US-sup¬ 
plied  Patriot  missile  batteries 
around  Tel  Aviv  and  Haifa. 

Officials  urged  the  public  to 
make  sure  they  have  all  the  neces¬ 
sary  supplies  to  defend  themselves 
from  chemical  or  biological 
attack.

an  Iraqi  attack  on  Israel  and  that 
Saddam  Hussein's  main  aim  at  the 
moment  is  to  survive  the  aerial 
onslaught. 


Right  now,  Israel  is  keen  on 
keeping  a  low  profile.  “Israel  is 
not  a  party  to  the  current  conflict 


and  we  have  no  intention  of 
becoming  involved,”  Prime 
Minister  Binyamin  Netanyahu 
said,  speaking  to  supporters  at 
Likud  headquarters. 

He  added,  however,  that  “if 
someone  wants  to  involve  us,  we 
have  the  frill  right  to  protect  our¬ 
selves  and  we  know  how  to  do 
thaL 

“I  am  proud  to  see  the  public 
acting  so  responsibly.”  said 
Netanyahu.  “That  is  the  way  we 
need  to  act.  maturely,  responsibly 
and  without  hysteria.” 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Netanyahu 
met  with  cabinet  ministers  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  conflict- 

Defense  Minister  Yitzhak 
Mordechai  urged  the  public  to 
stick  to  their  normal  routines.  “If, 
heaven  forbid,  there  should  be  a 


change,  we  will  notify  the  public,” 
he  said. 

A  senior  US  official,  mean¬ 
while,  said  that  although  some 
embassy  and  consular  workers  are 
being  evacuated,  this  is  solely  a 
precautionary  measure  and  the 
chance  of  Israel  being  attacked  is 
very  low. 

The  US  continues  to  update  the 
government,  and  also  helped  it 
take  some  defensive  steps,  .such  as 
positioning  the  Patriots  and  dis¬ 
tributing  chemical  identification 
kits,  said  the  official. 

President  Bill  Clinton  called 
Netanyahu  last  night  to  brief  him 
on  the  results  of  the  attack. 

Netanyahu's  spokesman  Aviv 
Bushinsky  said  Clinton  pledged 
complete  support,  and  said  no 
attack'  on  Israel  would  be  accept¬ 
able.  Netanyahu  told  Clinton  that 
Israel  does  not  see  itself  a  pan  of 
the  conflict. 

"We  can’t  exclude  the  possibili¬ 
ty  [of -an  attack]  totally  and  we 
can’t  exclude  the  possibility  that 
Saddam  Hussein  has  some  uncon¬ 
ventional  capabilities.  We  know  he 
has  chemical  capabilities  and  he 
may  have  some  biological  ”  said 
the  US  official.

Mubarak  meets  Meretz

Air  strike  has  50-50  chance  of  success 


US  and  British  strikes  on  Iraq 
are  aimed  at  hurting  Saddam 
Hussein  and  the  power  base  with¬ 
in  his  regime  as  well  as  hitting 
military  and  weapons  production 
facilities,  according  to  Professor 
Amatzia  Baram,  a  leading  expert 
on  Iraqi  affairs. 

Baram,  from  Haifa  University 
and  cunently  on  sabbatical  at 


Georgetown  University  in 
Washington,  noted  that  some  of 
the  targets  hit  so  far  were  impor¬ 
tant  to  Saddam  from  the  point  of 
view  of  his  personal  security. 

“The  minimum  aim  is  to  force 
Saddam  to  comply  with  UN  reso¬ 
lutions  by  making  him  realize  that 
non-compliance  is  very  costly. 

That  is  the  basic  American

said  Baram,  in  a  telephone  inter¬ 
view  with  The  Jerusalem  Post 
from  Washington. 

“There  is,  however,  another 
objective,  which  although  not 
publicly  stated  is  certainly  there, 
and  that  is  to  try  and  create  a  situ¬ 
ation  in  which  it  would  be  easier 
for  Saddam  to  be  toppled. 

"This  could  be  done  by  encour¬ 
aging  a  military  coup  d’etat,  with 
a  unit  of  the  Republican  Guard 
marching  on  and  taking  over 
Saddam's  palace,  or  through  a 
major  uprising .  perhaps  in  the 
Shi'ite  populated  areas  in  the 
South  or  even  the  Shi'ite  regions 
of  Baghdad,"  said  Baram. 

This,  he  intimated,  could  partly 
explain  the  choice  of  some  of  the 
targets  of  the  cruise  missiles  in  the 
first  wave  of  attacks  on 
Wednesday  night,  including  the 
Republican  Palace  in  Baghdad. 

"Saddam  doesn't  actually  live  in 
this  complex,  which  covers  a  huge 


area,  almost  the  size  of  Ramat 
Aviv...  [HI  is  inhabited  by  a  few 
elite  families  and  members  ot 
Saddam’s  personal  bodyguard, 
composed  of  his  security  organi¬ 
zation  and  special  Republican 
Guard  units,"  said  Baram. 

“Saddam  doesn't  like  the 
thought  of  his  bodyguards  being 
killed.  He  needs  them  and  they  are 
very  precious  to  him.  The  problem 
is  that  he  may  have  had  enough 
time  to  get  them  out  of  the  palace 
before  it  was  hit." 

Baram,  who  confirmed  that  he 
“compares  notes  on  Iraq  with  offi¬ 
cials  in  the  US  administration," 
said  the  US  and  British  attacks 
could  jeopardize  Saddam's  rule, 
but  that  the  chances  of  this  leading 
to  a  coup  d’etat  were  very  slim. 

“If  the  damage  to  Saddam’s  mil¬ 
itary  infrastructure  is  substantial 
and  very  painful,  however,  it  could 
cause  cracks  in  the  regime,  with 
Saddam  being  blamed  for  the 
damage  to  the  Iraqi  military. 
That’s  not  good  for  Saddam  and 
presents  the  possibility  of  future 
danger  to  his  survival.”  he  said. 

“We  don’t  see  any  open  cracks  in 
the  regime  that  are  meaningful 
right  now,  although  I  have  informa¬ 


tion  there  were  at  least  three  m 
abortive  attempts  at  a  coup  d’etat  in  ■ 
the  past  three  years  from  within  die 
Republican  guard.  The  possibility, 
therefore,  exists  but  we  don’t  know 
if  it  is  really  there  now.’’  ' 

Baram  main  tamed  sufficient 
damage  could  be  inflicted  on 
Saddam's  military  -and  his  power 
base  within  the  threfr&ay  timescale, 
dictated  by  America’s  desire  not  to 
continue  the  attacks  into  the  month¬ 
long  Ramadan  'Moslem  holiday 
which  begins  on  Sunday.  ’ : 

“I  believe  there  is  a50  percent 
chance  of  Saddam  cooperating 
with  the  UN  weapons  inspectors 
after  such  attacks,  provided  he  has 
been  hit  hard  enough  and  there  are 
threats  of  more  attacks  after 
Ramadan  if  he  does  not  change  his 
ways."  said  Baram. 

“It  would  still  probably  be  a 
somewhat  willy-nilly,  but  I  think  ^ 
that  if  he  is  more  afraid  of  what  '■ ; 
might  happen  to  him  because  of 
the  US- led  attacks,  he  would 
allow  more  freedom  to  UNSCOM 
[to  inspect  suspected  weapons  of 
mass  destruction  projects  and 
manufacturing  sites]."

At  least  two  Patriot  missile  bat¬ 
teries  manned  by  American 
marines  have  been  deployed  near 
Tel  Aviv  and  another  was 
deployed  near  Haifa  last  night,  as 
Israel  went  through  the  motions  of 
protecting  itself  from  the  remote 
chance  of  an  Iraqi  missile  attack.

NEW  YORK  —  The  UN  Security 
Council  was  divided  by  the  US- 
British  missile  attacks  on  Iraq. 
While  Washington  said  it  acted 
under  the  authority  of  previous 
council  resolutions,  other  council 
members  disagreed,  saying  that 
the  (JS  bad  taken  unilateral  action 
and  that  the  council  had  not  sanc¬ 
tioned  the  use  of  military  force. 

Only  Japan  promptly  supported 
the  military  action. 

The  council,  thus  paralyzed, 
was  to  resume  debate  late  yester¬ 
day,  although  no  formal  action 
was  expected. 

There  was  no  indication  that  any 
serious  plans  are  afoot  among 
council  members  to  resiore  the 
UN  weapons  inspectors  to  Iraq.  U 
was  only  a  month  ago  that  the 
council  demanded  that  Baghdad 
cooperate  fully  with  weapons 
inspectors.  At  that  time. 
Washington  aborted  air  strikes 
that  were  intended  to  compel  Iraqi 
compliance. 

Criticism  and  condemnation  of 
the  attacks  assailed  the  “unilateral 
action'’  and  challenged  the 
weapons  inspectors  as  well, 
y  “There  is  absolutely  no  excuse 
^or  pretext  to  use  force  against 
r  Iraq,”  said  Qin  Huasun  of  China. 

“No  one  is  entitled  to  act  inde¬ 
pendently  on  behalf  of  the  United 
Nations,  and  even  less  to  assume 


the  functions  of  a  world  police- 
man,"  said  Russian  Ambassador 
Sergey  Lavrov. 

That  sentiment  was  echoed  by 
Sweden,  which  said  that  the  coun¬ 
cil  was  presented  with  a  fait 
accompli. 

UN  Secretary-General  Kofi 
Annan  said  he  regretted  that  his 
efforts  had  been  insufficient  to 
avert  the  use  of  force,  calling  it  “a 
sad  day  for  the  United  Nations 
and  for  the  world." 

Among  the  council  members 
there  was  some  resentment  that 
the  head  of  the  weapons  inspec¬ 
tors,  Richard  Butler,  has  pulled 
bis  UNSCOM  team  out  of  Iraq  for 
Baghdad's  failure  to  comply  with 
the  inspectors  -  but  without  advis¬ 
ing  the  council. 

Further,  the  Chinese  delegate 
said,  Butler's  reports  were 
“unfounded  and  evasive." 

The  acting  US  ambassador, 
Peter  Burleigh,  insisted  that  the 
US  did  not  seek  a  confrontation. 
But,  he  said,  “Iraq’s  policy  of 
unremitting  defiance  and  non- 
compliance  necessitated  the  resort 
to  military  force." 

That  was  challenged  by  Iraqi 
Ambassador  Nizar  Hamdoon. 
who  told  the  council:  “The  exag¬ 
gerated  uproar  over  the  Iraqi 
weapons  of  mass  destruction  is 
nothing  more  than  a  big  lie.  The 
other  lie  is  that  Iraq  poses  a  threat 
to  its  neighbors." 


Barak:  PM  has

If  there  is  inadequate  American 
warning  about  possible  Iraqi  mis¬ 
sile  attacks,  Israel  has  no  one  to 
.  blame  but-  Prime  Minister 
.  .Bin^amin  Netanyahu.,  Labor 
•.Party '.chairman  Ehud  Barak 
^charged  yesterday,  at  a- pr^ss  .con¬ 
ference.  Netanyahu,  he  insisted, 
had  brought  US-Israel  relations  to 
an  unprecedented  nadir  and 
“pushed  the  US  into  Palestinian 
arms” 

Netanyahu  pointed  out  to  the 
Likud  secretariat  that  “the  very 
flags  the  Palestinians  hoisted  dur¬ 
ing  Clinton's  visit  a  few  days  ago 
are  now  being  set  alight  in 
demonstrations  of  support  for 
Saddam  Hussein  and  Iraq."  . 

Barak  told  reporters  that  "it  is 
absolutely  vital  for  Israel  to 
maintain  the  deepest  coordination 
with  the  US.  We  must  have  an 
intimacy  of  relations  with  the 
Americans  and  with  it  the  ability 
to  exert  influence  in  Washington." 

All  this,  however,  was  under¬ 
mined  by  Netanyahu  -“who  cal¬ 
lously  .shattered  our  special  rela¬ 
tionship  with:  America  and  care¬ 
lessly  pushed  the  US  into  the 
Palestinians’  open  arms..  Netan¬ 
yahu’s  misguided  policies  have 
caused  Israel  immense  strategic 
damage. 

“We  all  wH]  all  have  to  pay  the 
heavy  price  for  this  prime  minis¬ 
ter’s  short-sightedness  and  the 
security  harm  he  and  his  extrem¬ 
ist  government  have  wrought." 

But  Netanyahu  was  in  an 
upbeat  mood.  “There  are  those 


who  tell  us  that  the  US  had 
replaced  Israel  with  a  new  ally  - 
the  Palestinian  Authority.  But 
only  a  day  went  by  since  Gaza 
and  Bethlehem  were  festooned 
with  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  and 
now  these,  very  flags  are  used  as 
fuel  and  burned  in  new  anti- 
American  demonstrations." 

The  riots,  Netanyahu  noted, 
“have  also  been  switched  back  on 
-  this  time  not  on  behalf  of 
imprisoned  terrorists  but  in  sup¬ 
port  of  Iraq.  The  PA  turned  the 
faucet  off  and  halted  the  riots  24 
hours  before  Clinton’s  arrival. 
Now,  some  24  hours  after  his 
departure,  the  PA  turned  the 
faucet  back  on  and  sent  the  rioters 
back  out  in  the  streets." 

Netanyahu  optimistically  pre¬ 
dicted  that  “the  Americans  cannot 
fail  to  realize  that  they  have  only 
one  ally  in  the  Middle  East  -  the 
sole  democracy  in  the  region. 
Only  with  Israel  does  the  US 
share  the  same  deeply-cherished 
values." 
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US  strikes  spark  Palestinian  anger

The  US  air  strikes  against  Iraq 
touched  off  passionate  feelings  of 
Arab  solidarity  among  Palestinians 
yesterday,  as  demonstrators 
clashed  with  Israeli  soldiers, 
torched  US  flags,  and  angrily  ques¬ 
tioned  why  Baghdad  is  being 
bombed  while  Israel  is  being  cod¬ 
dled. 

A  Palestinian  youth.  Mohammed 
Ahmed  Daoud,  19  was  fatally  shot 
during  clashes  in  the  Ramallah 
area.  At  least  eight  Palestinians  and 
a  soldier  were  hurt  in  Bethlehem 
and  Hebroa  during  clashes,  accord¬ 
ing  to  eyewitnesses.  The  IDF  said  it 
was  checking  the  incidents. 

Palestinian  Authority  cabinet  sec¬ 
retary  Ahmed  Abdel-Rahman  yes¬ 
terday  urged  that  the  air  strikes 
“stop  unconditionally  and  without 
delay"  and  issued  a  call  for  an  Arab 
summit.  Such  a  summit,  he  said, 
should  work  to  “solve  die  problem 
peacefully  on  the  basis  of  UN  reso¬ 
lutions." 

“What  is  going  on  now  is  without 
international  legality  and  should 
stop  immediately,"  he  said.  The 
bombings,  he  added,  “will  have  bad 
consequences  in  the  Arab  world." 

The  measured  tone  of  the  com¬ 
ments  appeared  to  reflea  the  PA's 
continued  interest  in  improving  ties 
with  Washington,  which  were  bol¬ 
stered  by  President  Bill  Clinton's 
visit  early  this  week. 

Asked  how  the  air  strikes  would 
impact  on  those  ties,  Abdel- 
Rahman  said:  “We  have  good  rela¬ 
tions,  and  are  proud  of  the  visit  of 
President  Clinton  and  we  are 
telling  him  our  analysis:  this  mili- 


diers  while  holding  an  Iraqi  flag 

tary  [operation]  will  not  help  stabil¬ 
ity  or  die  peace  process.” 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Clinton  sent  a 
letter  to  PA  Chairman  Yasser  Arafat 
explaining  why  the  US  decided  on 
the  attack. 

In  Ramallah,  Daoud  Talharai.  a 
leader  of  die  Democratic  Front  for 
the  Liberation  of  Palestine,  predict¬ 
ed  the  bombing  of  Iraq  “will  render 
our  people,  in  the  Arab  and  Islamic 
countries,  more  hostile  to  the 
American  policies  ”  He  spoke  as 


about  200  demonstrators  gathered 
in  downtown's  Manara  Square, 
many  of  them  chanting  “with  spirit 
and  blood  we  will  redeem  you 
Saddam." 

Two  masked  youths  set  fire  to  an 
American  flag,  a  scene  that  was 
replayed  throughout  the  West  Bank 
just  two  days  after  Clinton  was 
greeted  by  flag-waving  children  in 
Bethlehem. 

“No  to  the  despicable  aggression 
against  die  fraternal  Iraqi  people," 


said  a  banner,  a  far  cry  from  the 
“Yes  to  Palestinian-US  Friendship" 
signs  that  were  put  up  by  the  PA  for 
Clinton's  visit. 

“This  action  is  morally  shocking 
to  our  people  because  Israel  is  not 
respecting  any  of  the  UN  resolu¬ 
tions  or  even  the  [Wye]  accord 
signed  in  the  presence  of  the  US 
president,"  said  Talhami,  a  member 
of  the  Palestine  National  Council. 
“Nothing  is  done  to  Israel,  while 
Iraq  is  bombarded  on  every  occa- 


‘Tbe  people  are  saying  this  isn't 
just  a  strike  against  Iraq,  that  it  is  a 
strike  against  all  Arabs  from  the 
Strait  [of  Gibraltar]  to  the  Gulf,” 
added  Abdel-Hadi  Hmouz.  an  ani¬ 
mal  feed  supplier. 

Ali  Jerbawi,  a  Bir  Zeic  University 
political  scientist  who  joined  the 
protest,  termed  the  PA's  response  to 
the  US  and  British  strikes  “lip  ser¬ 
vice"  “Each  [Arab  leader]  is  for 
himself.  You  give  the  lip  service 
and  then  you  move  ahead,"  be  told 
reporters. 

But,  he  added:  “this  should  make 
the  Palestinians  think  about  giving 
a  warm  welcome  to  Clinton  with¬ 
out  thinking  about  the  persistent 
policy  of  die  US  towards  Arabs." 

The  demonstrators  were  divided 
between  people  who  are  enraged 
by  American  policies  but  not  enam¬ 
ored  of  Saddam  Hussein  and  those 
who  actively  admire  the  Iraqi 
leader. 

“1  don't  support  Saddam  Hussein 
and  ali  of  his  actions,  but  I  am 
against  the  killing  of  civilians,"  said 
Ahmad  Hussein,  23. 

Mohammed  Barghouti,  29, 
expressed  a  different  view:  “The 
only  hope  we  have  after  God  is 
Saddam  Hussein.  He  represents 
Arab  dignity,  honor  and  pride."  He 
wondered  haw  it  was  possible  for 
Clinton  to  express  sympathy  with 
Palestinian  children  of  prisoners 
during  his  visit  and  then  order  the 
bombing  of  Iraq.  “He  has  one  heart 
that  claims  it  is  dying  for  us  and 
another  that  bums  the  children  of 
Iraq."  Barghouti  said.

Calmness  prevails 
at  distribution

Like  in  the  proverbial  story 
about  the  boy  who  cries  wolf, 
shoppers  yesterday  largely 
ignored  the  Home  Front 
Command's  advice- to  stock  up  on 
plastic  sheeting  and  tape,  having 
been  left  with  lots  of  the  sticky 
stuff  after  the  last  Iraq  crisis  in 
February. 

But  even  those  who  did  buy  into 
the  need  for  such  supplies  would 
have  found  them  hard  to  come  by, 
in  Jerusalem  at  least 

“We  haven’t  gotten  any,  and  we 
don't  expea  to  have  any  until  at 
least  Sunday,"  a  manager  at  the 
Greenberg  supermarket  in  the 
Romema  neighborhood  said.  “By 
then  the  war  will  be  over  anyway." 

A  quick  check  of  shopping  bas¬ 
kets  failed  to  turn  up  any  tape,  and 
few  if  any  store  owners  reported 
much  demand.  “We  didn't  even 
think  about  it,”  said  one  woman  as 
she  piled  her  pre-Shabbat  shop¬ 
ping  into  her  cart 

‘We  carry  the  tape  ail  year,  but 
there  isn't  any  special  demand 
now,”  said  David  Otmazgin.  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Co-Op  in  Kiryat 
Wolf  son.  “There  hasn't  been  any 
request  for  plastic  sheeting,  and 
we  haven’t  gqjjeii  any  yet,  any¬ 
way.  If  we  do,  it  probably  won’t  be 
until  the  weekend.  1  don't  even 
think  anyone  will  ask  for  it  -  they 
all  have  what  they  bought  during 
the  last  crisis  piled  up  in  their  clos¬ 
ets.” 

At  Ace  Hardware  in  Talpiot 
there  was  plastic  sheeting  and  tape 
available,  but  manager  Frank 
Benaish  said  “there  isn’t  any  mass 
buying  like  the  last  time.” 
Meanwhile,  various  institutions 
were  making  plans  just  in  case, 
aimed  mainly  .at  calming  nerves 
more  than  anything  else.

There  were  more 
than  enough  soldiers  ready  to 
assist  -  pointing  people  in  the 
right  direction,  giving  demonstra¬ 
tions  of  how  to  apply  the  masks, 
offering  glasses  of  cola  to  small 
children,  and  engaging  in  banter 
about  Saddam  Hussein’s 
prospects. 

“The  service  has  been  very 
good”,  said  Ariela  Rina  of 
Ma’aleh  Adunzxm,  before  being 
helped  into  one  of  the  masks  used 
for  demonstrations.

No  panic,  no  lines,  no  masks

Anyone  who  tried  to  find  out 
where  to  get  or  exchange  a  gas 
mask  by  falling  the  number  sup¬ 
plied  on  Israel  Radio  yesterday 
did  not  get  very  far.  The  number - 
1255112  -  was  constantly  busy. 

In  two  hours  of  automatic  dial¬ 
ing,  I  managed  twice  to  get 
through  to  a  recording,  which 
repeated  itself  for  some  20  min¬ 
utes  before  the  line  was  discon¬ 
nected. 

In  the  early  evening,  the  gas 
mask  station  on  Rehov  Sprinzak 
in  Tel  Aviv  was  open.  There  was 
no  panic,  no  tines,  and  no  masks, 
as  it  turned  ouL 

About  15  soldiers  were  standing 
around  idly,  chatting  among 


themselves.  Then,  an  elderly 
woman  came  by.  “I  wanted  to 
ask...”  she  began. 

Three  women  soldiers  and  two 
men  swooped  on  her,  apparently 
excited  at  finally  having  some¬ 
thing  to  do.  They  all  spoke  at 
once,  assuring  her  that  her  mask 
was  fine,  it  was  working,  see,  the 
filter  is  in  good  shape,  had  just 
been  changed  a  month  and  a  half 
ago. 

I  asked  if  I  could  get  a  gas  mask 
for  a  family  member  who  does  not 
yet  have  one,  adding  that  1  had  his 
identity  number. 

“How  come  he  doesn’t  have 
one?”  a  woman  soldier  inquired. 

“He  never  thought  it  was  neces¬ 
sary,”  I  said. 

“What,  since  the  Gulf  War?” 


another  soldier  asked.  '  - 

They  all  appeared  speechless  at 
this  demonstration  of  civil  subver¬ 
sion.  1  confessed  this  was  true. 

“No  problem,”  a  young  soldier 
at  the  door  to  a  large  empty  hall 
said.  “You  can  get  a  mask  for  him. 
Only  not  today,  because  our  com¬ 
puter  is  down.  That  is,  we  have  no 
computer  link.  Yet.” 

“Besides,”  said  another,  “we 
haven’t  received  any  masks  yet: 
we’re  still  waiting  for  the  delivery^ 
So  we  couldn’t  give  you  one  any-^ 
way.” 

“Does  this  mean  I  have  to  come 
here  again?”  I  asked. 

“Don’t  worry”  one  soldier  said. 
“There’s  no  tine,  there  hasn't  been 
any  line,  and  there  won’t  be  any. 
You  can  come  any  time.”

The  ministry 
spokesman  said  that  all  necessary 
equipment  was  already  available, 
having  been  purchased  during 
previous  periods  of  threats  from 
Iraq.

Landau:  Missiles  pose 
international  threat

It  is  important  for  the  world  to 
realize  the  missile  threat  is  an  inter¬ 
national  one  and  not  just  a  concern 
in  the  Middle  East  said  Knesset 
Foreign  Affairs  and  Defense 
Committee  chairman  Uzi  Landau 
(Likud.)  yesterday. 

Landau  said  the  US-British  attack 
on  Iraq  was  justified. 

“It  should  be  clear  to  anyone 
involved  in  terror  in  the  Middle  East 
that  there  is  a  heavy  price  to  be 
paid,”  he  said. 

However,  Landau  described  as 
‘ironic”  the  fact  that  US  President 
Bill  Clinton  “hits  out  against  one 
terrorist  when  the  very  same  week 
he  laid  out  the  red  carpet  for 
[Palestinian  Authority  Chairman] 
Yasser  Arafat  -  who  is  Saddam's 
partner.” 

Landau  said  the  immediate  aim 
should  be  to  disarm  Saddam 
Hussein  of  all  his  weapons  of  mass 
destruction,  but  added  it  is  impor¬ 


tant  to  also  realize  that  not  only  Iraq 
has  these  capabilities  but  also  Iran, 
Syria  and  places  like  North  Korea. 

He  said  Iranian  missiles  could 
reach  Europe  -  and  would  later  be 
able  to  reach  the  US  -  “and  are  a 
threat  to  the  entire  democratic 
world.” 

Members  of  the  Inter-parliamen¬ 
tary  Commission  on  Issues  of 
National  Defense,  set  up  between 
Landau's  committee  and  counter¬ 
forts  in  the  US,  are  scheduled  to 
visit  Israel  next  month  for  further 
discussions  on  ballistic  missile 
defense  and  international  terrorism. 

MK  Azmi  Bishara  (Hadashj  con¬ 
demned  the  US  attack  on  Iraq  say¬ 
ing,  “After  seven  years  of  siege  and 
starvation,  Iraq  does  not  present  a 
threat  to  anyone.  It's  a  pity  that 
Clinton's  untenable  attempts  to  use 
[aggression],  to  get  himself  out  of 
the  situation  he  is  in,  will  cause  the 
deaths  of  innocent  civilians  and 
increase  the  suffering  of  the  Iraqi 
people.” 


US  recalls  personnel

The  United  States  has  ordered 
all  embassy  and  consulate  per¬ 
sonnel  and  dependents  under  the 
age  of  18  or  over  65,  as  well  as  all 
pregnant  workers,  to  leave  the 
countty  immediately. 

“This  is  a  function  of  the  00.1 
percent  chance  that  he  has  mis¬ 
siles  that  could  hit  here,  and  that 
those  missiles  could  be  tipped 
with  Anthrax said  a  very  senior 
official  at  the  US  embassy,  refer¬ 
ring  to  Saddam  Hussein.

According  to  a  travel  warning 
put  out  by  the  State  Department, 
all  American  citizens  in  Israel  are 
advised  to  “take  this  information 
into  account  in  considering 
whether  they  should  also  depart 
the  country.” 

Those  planning  a  trip  to  Israel, 
the  PA  or  Kuwait  have  been 
warned  against  it. 

The  Canadian  and  British  gov¬ 
ernment  issued  similar  travel 
advisories  for  Israel  the  PA  and 
Kuwait,  asking  its  citizens  to 
defer  non-essential  travel.

Iraq  claims  heavy  civilian  casualties

Baghdad  (Reuters)  -  Sirens 
sbunded  across  Baghdad  as  dark¬ 
ness  fell  yesterday,  and  Iraq 
accused  Washington  of  causing 
heavy  civilian  casualties. 

While  British  and  US  leaders 
said  the  initial  assault  early  yester¬ 
day  morning  was  successful  in 
damaging  the  country's  military 
capabilities.  Iraqi  Foreign 
Minister  Mohammed  Saeed  Sahaf 
said  US  cruise  missiles  had  hit 
civilian  areas. 

“They  attacked  a  district  of 
Baghdad  which  is  heavily  popu¬ 
lated  with  civilians,"  Sahaf  told  a 
Baghdad  news  conference.  The 
attacks  caused  “heavy  casualties 
and  collateral  damage.” 

The  Americans  hit  Baghdad 
>  V  security  police  and  military  intelli- 
T  gence  headquarters  along  with 
several  factories,  he  added. 

Sahaf  said  the  operation,  dubbed 
Desext-JEoxn  by  Washingtonrand 
Loitdon,- should  in  fact ^ have- beeu.  - 
catted ''‘Villains  i»\ihe-  Arabian: 
Desert.”  He  said  the  “great  aggres¬ 


sion”  would  fail. 

Before  dawn  yesterday.  US 
bombers  and  cruise  missiles 
pounded  Iraqi  targets  and  initial 
reports  indicated  at  least  five  peo¬ 
ple  were  killed  and  dozens  more 
injured. 

Anti-aircraft  batteries  opened 
fire  five  times  in  as  many  hours  in 
thunderous  volleys  in  central 
Baghdad,  but  the  barrage  was 
apparently  in  vain  against  waves 
of  cruise  missiles  and  bombers. 

Soon  afterward  President  Sad¬ 
dam  Hussein  went  out  to  inspect 
the  damage,  according  to  Baghdad 
radio. 

The  radio  said  the  home  of  one 
of  Saddam's  daughters  was  hit  in 
the  air  raids,  but  she  was  not  there. 

“President  Saddam  Hussein 
today  visited  the  house,  which  w  as 
inhabited  by  his  daughter  Hala  and 
which  she  had  left  before  the  start 
of  the  aggression.”  the  radio  said.

Hospital  doctors  in  Baghdad 
said  at  least  five  people  had  been 
killed  and  30  wounded  in  the 
overnight  attacks,  but  there  were 
no  official  casualty  figures  and  no 
news  on  die  impact  of  the  attacks 
from  outside  Baghdad. 

Saddam's  response  was  a  defiant 
coll  to  arms  as  Iraqis  braced  for  u 
second  night  of  possible  strikes.

LONDON  -  US  missile  attacks 
on  Iraq  polarized  world  opinion. 
While  many  countries  called  for 
the  raids  to  stop,  others  stood 
behind  Washington  and  blamed 
.Baghdad  for  creating  the  crisis. 

'W  Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin 
said  the  strikes  “crudely  violated” 
the  UN  Charter  and  were  “fraught 
with  the  most  dramatic  conse¬ 
quences”  for  the  Gulf  region. 

Russia’s  lower  house  of  parlia¬ 
ment  overwhelmingly  backed  a 
resolution  accusing  the  US  and 
Britain  of  “international  terror¬ 
ism.” 

China  joined  Russia  in  strongly 
condemning  the  attacks,  while 
France  distanced  itself  from  the 
raids  -  putting  the  US  and  Britain 
at  odds  with  the  other  three  per¬ 
manent  members  of  the  Security 
Council. 

British  officials  said  the  strikes 
are  not  over  yet. 

“The  operation  is  now  continu¬ 
ing  and,  as  I  speak.  British 
Tornado  aircraft  are  engaged  in 
action,"  Prime  Minister  Tony  Blair 
told  Parliament 

In  Beijing,  Foreign  Ministry 
spokesman.  Sun  Yuxi.  said  China 
was  shocked.  “We  urge  the  United 


States  to  immediately  stop  its  mil¬ 
itary  action  towards  Iraq,”  Sun 

said. 

France  distanced  itself  from  the 
attacks,  but  blamed  Baghdad  for 
the  spiral  of  events  that  led  to 
them. 

“France  deplores  the  escalation 
which  led  to  the  American  mili¬ 
tary  strikes  against  Iraq  and  the 
grave  human  consequences 
which  they  could  have  for  the 
Iraqi  people,"  the  Foreign 
Ministry  said. 

The  International  Committee  of 
the  Red  Cross  said  it  had  remind¬ 
ed  Washington.  London,  and 
Baghdad  of  their  obligations 
under  humanitarian  law  and  called 
for  Iraqi  civilians  to  be  spared  in 
the  conflict. 

Italy  said  it  would  ask 
Washington  and  London  to  halt 
the  raids  and  let  the  UN  deal  with 
the  crisis. 

UN  Secretary-General  Kofi 
Annan  expressed  regret  that 
efforts  to  preserve  peace  had 
failed.  .'This  is  a  sad  day  for  the 
United  Nations,  and  for  the 
world,"  he  said. 

But  the  Austrian  presidency  of 
the  European  Union  said  Saddam 


bore  full  responsibility  for  the 
attacks. 

German  Chancellor  Gerhard 
Schroeder  supported  the  strikes, 
calling  them  “the  consequence  of 
the  obstinate  refusal  of  Saddam 
Hussein  to  cooperate  with  UN 
weapons  inspectors.” 

Japanese  Prime  Minister  Keizo 
Obucbi  voiced  support,  saying 
Iraq  should  recognize  that  its 
weapons  of  mass  destruction 
threatened  world  peace. 

Canada,  Australia.  Spain,  and 
the  Netherlands  also  tracked  the 
raids,  but  reaction  in  the  Middle 
East  was  mostly  critical. 

"This  strike  is  considered  to  be 
an  act  of  aggression  against  an 
Arab  country  that  was  trying  to. 
implement  and  comply  with  UN 
Security  Council  resolutions." 
Arab  League  Secretary-General 
Esmat  Abdel-Meguid  said. 

Kuwait,  whose  invasion  by  Iraq 


prompted  the  1991  conflict,  put 
some  military  units  on  a  higher 
level  of  alert. 

Iran  called  the  attacks  on  its 
neighbor  “unacceptable”  and  said 
one  US  missile  had  landed  in 
southern  Iran. 

Pakistan’s  Foreign  Minister 
Sartaj  Aziz  called  the  strikes  “a 
deplorable  act,”  while  India  said 
they  undermined  the  Security 
Council's  authority  and  called  for 
an  immediate  halt. 

Morocco's  leading  trade  union 
denounced  tbe  strikes  as  “an  evil 
gift  before  Christmas  and  the  fast¬ 
ing  month”  of  Ramadan  which 
begins  at  the  weekend. 

And  Russian  legislators  had  per¬ 
haps  the  most  novel  response. 

Russia’s  lower  chamber  of  par¬ 
liament  agreed  yesterday  to  con¬ 
sider  a  motion  appealing  to 
Monica  Lewinsky  to  help  halt  the 
military  strikes.

Attacks  target  Iraq’s 
chemical,  biological 
weapons  arsenal

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A  first 
wave  of  airs  trikes  against  Iraq  pro¬ 
duced  “severe  damage  to  some 
targets."  Defense  Secretary 
William  Cohen  said  yesterday. 
The  Pentagon  readied  further 
attacks  aimed  at  destroying 
Saddam  Hussein’s  ability  to  create 
weapons  of  mass  destruction. 

President  Clinton  was  briefed 
this  morning  on  Operation  Desen 
Fox  by  National  Security  Adviser 
Sandy  Berger.  “The  president  was 
pleased  the  first  day  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  was  conducted  successfully,” 
spokesman  Joe  Lockhart  said. 

Military  officials  spent  the  night 
studying  photographs  taken  by 
spy  satellites  and  U-2  aircraft  in 
an  attempt  to  assess  the  damage 
from  Wednesday  night's  attack. 

In  a  series  of  TV  and  radio  inter¬ 
views  from  the  Pentagon,  Cohen 
was  asked  repeatedly  if  the  first 
day's  attacks  had  been  successful. 
“I’m  not  trying  to  classify  them  as 
being  totally  successful  at  this 
point."  he  told  AP  Radio. 

He  said  officials  were  still  study¬ 
ing  the  intelligence,  but  prelimi¬ 
nary  repons  had  shown  that  tar¬ 
gets  had  been  hit.  He  character¬ 
ized  the  damage  as  “severe”  and 
“substantial”  and  said  he  was 
“impressed  with  the  accuracy"  of 
tbe  strikes. 

Cohen,  Secretary  of  State 
Madeleine  Albright  and  Gen.  Hugh 
Shelton,  chairman  of  the  Joint 
Chiefs  of  Staff,  headed  for  the 
White  House  to  talk  with  Clinton. 

Without  elaborating  od  details 
of  the  next  wave  of  strikes.  Berger 
said,  ‘This  operation  is  not  com¬ 
pleted.”  “We  know  very  much 
what  we  want  to  accomplish.”  he 


said.  “We  know  what  the  targets 
are  that  we  seek  to  destroy  or  hit 
and  we  will  systematically  attack 
those  targets.” 

In  Baghdad  yesterday,  children 
headed  to  school  and  government 
workers  went  to  offices  as  usual 
after  the  nightlong  attacks. 

Downtown  streets  were  busy 
with  traffic.  Saddam’s  where¬ 
abouts  were  unknown,  but  he 
appeared  on  television  to  con¬ 
demn  the  “wicked  people”  who 
launched  hundreds  of  missiles. 

Military  officials  said  a  second 
night  of  attack  called  for  using  15 
Air  Force  B-52H  bombers,  armed 
with  long-range  AGM-86  air- 
launched  cruise  missiles,  based  on 
the  Indian  Ocean  island  of  Diego 
Garcia. 

Cohen  repeatedly  denied  any 
political  motive  by  Clinton  in 
launching  the  attacks  on  the  day 
before  he  faced  an  impeachment 
vote  in  the  House  -  a  vote  now 
postponed. 

“TTiere  has  never  been  a  political 
decision  coming  out  of  this  build¬ 
ing  from  President  Clinton  dealing 
with  our  men  and  women  in  uni¬ 
form.”  Cohen  said  on  Fox  TV. 

“Operation  Desert  Fox,”  which 
the  administration  said  could  last 
up  to  four  days,  was  designed  to 
diminish  Iraq's  ability  to  produce 
outlawed  nuclear,  chemical  and 
biological  weapons,  a  weary-look- 
ing  Clinton  told  the  nation  in  a  tele¬ 
vised  address  from  the  Oval  Office. 

The  president  said  he  ordered 
the  strikes  to  protect  America's 
“vital  interests”  after  consulting 
top  advisers  and  reviewing  a  new 
United  Nations  report  detailing 
how  Saddam  had  once  again  tailed 
to  cooperate  with  UN  weapons 
inspectors. 


“Saddam  Hussein  must  not  be 
allowed  to  threaten  his  neighbors 
or  the  world  with  nuclear 
weapons,  poison  gas  or  biological 
weapons,"  Clinton  said.  T  have  no 
doubt  today  that,  left  unchecked, 
Saddam  Hussein  will  use  these 
terrible  weapons  again.”  Clinton 
warned  that  unintended  Iraqi  casu¬ 
alties  were  certain. 

Tbe  strike,  which  started  about  1 
a.m.  Baghdad  time,  began  with 
US  warships  in  the  Persian  Gulf 
launching  hundreds  of  satellite- 
guided  cruise  missiles.  To  clear 
the  way.  Navy  EA-6B  planes  fired 
anti-radar  missiles  at  air  defense 
outposts.  Up  to  300  cruise  mis¬ 
siles  were  on  tap  for  possible  use 
within  tbe  first  24  hours,  military 
officials  said. 

The  Pentagon  announced  it  was 
sending  extra  planes  and  troops  to 
the  area,  including  10  F-117 
Stealth  fighters.  Patriot  antimissile 
units  and  troops  including  military 
police,  communications  special¬ 
ists  and  Special  Forces  units. 

Cohen  said  the  decision  to  use 
force  had  been  long  in  the  making. 

“Iraq  has  exhausted  all 
patience,”  he  said. 

Berger  said  the  president  was 
warned  by  aides  to  attack  “swiftly, 
with  the  least  possible  warning 
and  the  greatest  degree  of  surprise, 
for  the  greatesr  degree  of  effec¬ 
tiveness.”  Albright  said  the  attacks 
were  not  designed  to  “get  Saddam 
Hussein."  But  she  said  the  United 
States  would  step  up  its  contacts 
with  opposition  groups. 

Former  President  Bush,  who 
presided  over  the  1991  Gulf  War 
against  Iraq,  said  he  supported 
Clinton's  action  “as  long  as  one 
American  military  airman,  sea¬ 
man  or  soldier  is  in  harm's  way."

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Americans  overwhelmingly  support 
President  Bill  Clinton’s  decision  to  order  air  strikes  against  Iraq, 
according  to  three  polls  released  yesterday. 

About  three-quarters  of  adults  said  they  backed  the  action,  polls 
taken  by  CBS,  ABC,  and  NBC  showed. 

About  60  percent  in  the  NBC  poll  said  Clinton's  action  was  war¬ 
ranted,  while  just  over  one  in  four  Americans  said  they  thought  the 
military  action  was  timed  to  delay  impeachment  proceedings  that 
had  been  scheduled  to  begin  yesterday.  House  action  on  that  front 
has  been  postponed  indefinitely. 

So  far,  the  decision  to  take  action  against  Iraq  has  not  changed 
public  opinion  about  impeachment.  In  the  ABC  poll,  40%  said  the 
House  should  impeach  die  president,  while  58%  said  he  should  not 
be  impeached.  Those  numbers  are  essentially  unchanged  from  last 
week. 

All  three  polls  were  conducted  Wednesday  night 

ABC  interviewed  510  people  and  NBC  polled  503.  Both  polls 
have  error  margins  of  ±4.5%. 

The  CBS  poll  was  based  on  413  people  and  had  an  error  margin

Report  Uganda  buys  62  Soviet  tanks  from  Israel 


Uganda  procured  62  T-55  Soviet-era  tanks  last  month  through 
an  Israeli  arms  dealer,  and  most  of  them  “are  junk,"  the  govern¬ 
ment-owned  New  Vision  newspaper  said  yesterday. 

It  said  Uganda  purchased  them  from  Amos  Golan,  believed  to 
be  a  former  IDF  colonel  now  working  for  a  company  called 
Silvershadow  Ltd. 

Opposition  legislator  Aggrey  Awori  said  the  government  paid 
$750,000  each  for  the  tanks,  three  times  the  going  price  for  tanks 
in  their  poor  condition.  He  accused  the  government  of  buying 
them  to  supply  the  east  Congolese  rebellion.  The  T-55  tank  was 
manufactured  from  1958  to  1981.  AP 


US  senator  hands  Assad  letter  from  Netanyahu 

The  chairman  of  the  US  Senate’s  intelligence  committee  said 
yesterday  that  he  carried  a  message  from  Prime  Minister 
Binyamin  Netanyahu  to  Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad.  But  Arfen 
Specter  (Rep.-Penn.),  did  not  disclose  the  contents  of  the  letter. 

Specter,  who  was  here  earlier  in  the  week,  has  shuttled  between 
Israel  and  Syria  several  times  this  year. 

Specter  and  Assad  also  discussed  Iraq  in  their  meeting 
Wednesday,  hours  before  the  United  States  and  Britain  launched 
air  and  missile  attacks.  AP

He  is  in  favor  of  going  to  the  polls 
as  soon  as  possible. 

“For  months  I  have  called  for 
either  a  national  unity  government 
-  for  which  there  is  now  a  zero 
chance  -  or  elections."  Sheetrit 
said. 

Knesset  Speaker  Dan  Tichon, 
speaking  from  Poland  during  an 
official  visit,  also  concluded  the 
move  would  probably  be  to  sup¬ 
port  the  early  elections  bill  and 
agree  on  a  date. 

He  said  the  date  of  April  27, 
which  has  been  mooted,  is  a  prac¬ 
tical  one  -  coming  after 
Independence  Day,  but  before  “the 
famous  May  4,"  when  Palestinian 
Authority  Chairman  Yasser  Arafat 
has  said  he  would  unilaterally 
declare  a  Palestinian  state. 

Sheetrit,  however,  favors  hold¬ 
ing  elections  by  mid-March.  This 
would  give  the  elected  govern¬ 
ment  a  chance  to  get  organized 
before  May  4.  even  if  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  hold  a  second  round  of 
polling  for  the  prime  minister  two 
weeks  after  the  first  vote. 

Knesset  Law  Committee  chair¬ 
man  Hanan  Porat  (National 
Religious  Party)  said  yesterday  he 
would  initiate  an  urgent  meeting 
of  the  committee  Monday  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  possible  amendment  to  the 
Basic  Law  -  whereby,  even  in  the 
case  of  a  no-confidence  motion, 
early  elections  would  be  held 
within  90  to  100  days  from  the 
vote,  instead  of  60  days. 

Also  Monday,  the  Knesset  is 
scheduled  to  vote  on  the  first  read¬ 
ing  of  a  bill  by  MKs  Uzi  Landau 
(Likud)  and  Yossi  Beilin  (Labor) 
calling  for  the  abolition  of  the 
Direct  Elections  system,  Landau 
said  he  believes  it  would  be  feasi¬ 
ble  to  pass  the  bill  in  all  three 
readings,  even  if  the  elections  are 
brought  forward. 

Tichon  said  that  although  he 
didn't  like  either  electoral  system, 
he  would  vote  to  go  back  ‘to  the 
old  one,  in  the  hope  that  certain 
changes  would  be  made  to  it, 
including  raising  the  electoral 
threshold.  Such  a  change  would  in 
theory  reduce  the  number  of  small 
parties  making  strong  demands  in 
return  for  promising  to  join  a 
coalition.

Republicans  ready  for 
impeachment  debate

WASHINGTON  t  Reuters)  - 
Republican  House  leaders  pre¬ 
pared  yesterday  to  reschedule  the 
debate”  on  President  Bill  Clinton's 
impeachment  for  today  and 
tomorrow,  despite  continued  mili¬ 
tary  strikes  against  Iraq. 

With  a  rising  tide  of  Republican 
support  for  impeachment  appear¬ 
ing  to  doom  Clinton's  chances  in 
the  House,  aides  to  the  Republican 
leaders  said  they  expected  16 
hours  of  debate  on  four  articles  of 
impeachment,  alleging  perjury, 
obstruction  of  justice  and  abuse  of 
power  by  Clinton. 

But  before  incoming  Speaker 
Bob  Livingston  could  announce 
the  new  schedule.  Democrats 
blasted  the  plan  and  the  House 
went  into  a  one-hour  recess  as  top 
Republican  leaders  rushed  to  a 
meeting  in  Livingston’s  nearby 
office  to  work  out  the  details. 

“We  would  look  down  upon  any 


activity  of  this  body  to  go  forward 
with  impeachment  while 
American  men  and  women,  are 
engaged  in  armed  conflict,”  said 
Rep.  David  Bonior  of  .Michigan, 
the  No.  2  Democrat  in  the  House. 

The  debate  had  been  scheduled 
for  yesterday,  but  was  postponed 
after  Clinton  ordered  military 
strikes  against  Iraqi  targets.  A  sec¬ 
ond  wave  of  attacks  was  launched 
yesterday  even  as  Republican 
leaders  ‘made  their  decision  to 
push  ahead. 

Some  Democrats  reacted  with 
resignation  to  the  new  plan,  as  a 
flood  of  recent  pro-impeachment 
announcements  by  previously 
undeclared  Republicans  have 
crushed  Clinton's  last  hopes  of 
prevailing  in  the  House  and 
staving  off  only  the  second  presi¬ 
dential  impeachment  trial  in  histo- 

ry* 

Reps.  Heather  Wilson  of  New 


Mexico  and  Steve  Horn  of 
California  said  yesterday  they 
would  vote  to  impeach. 

“1  have  reached  this  conclusion 
with  a  profound  sense  of  sadness ” 
Wilson  said. 

Clinton,  who  would  not  be 
removed  from  office  unless  rwo- 
thiixis  of  the  Senate  found  him 
guilty.  needed  about  15 
Republicans  to  support  him  in  the 
House.  Most  vote  counters  said  it 
appeared  unlikely  he  could  get 
them. 

"At  this  point  it  looks  like 
they've  made  the  decision  to 
impeach  the  president  the  week 
before  Christmas,  and  that’s  what 
they're  going  to  do,”  said  Rep.

International. 

Pinochet  is  being  detained  in 
Britain  while  Spain  seeks  his 
extradition  to  face  charges  of  mur¬ 
der.  torture  and  kidnapping  of  its 
citizens  during  his  |7-yeur  rule 


which  ended  in  1990. 

On  November  25,  a  panel  of  five 
Law  Lords  ruled  by  a  majority  of 
one  l  hat  he  had  no  immunity  from 
prosecution  as  a  former  head  of 
state.

After  two-and-a-haif  years  of  never  quite 
leaving  campaign  mode.  Prime  Minister 
Binyamin  Netanyahu  seems  to  have 
given  the  nod  to  the  reai  thing. 

Netanyahu  deserves  credit  for  finally  putting 
his  government  out  of  its  misery,  rather  than 
continuing  to  chase  after  ever-narrowing  mar¬ 
gins  of  survival.  Though  it  is  Netanyahu’s  gov¬ 
ernment  that  is  falling,  the  opposition  will  also 
have  what  to  answer  for  before  the  voters. 

In  a  speech  before  the  Likud  faithful  on 
Wednesday,  Netanyahu  laconically  announced 
that  he  will  put  to  a  vote  the  conditions  the  gov¬ 
ernment  has  set  for  unfreezing  the  Wye 
Agreement,  and  if  he  cannot  get  a  majority  to 
back  them  he  will  call  for  new  elections. 

Netanyahu  explained  that  he  "refused  to  tear 
up  the  Oslo  agreements  as  some  on  the  Right 
demanded,  but  equally  refused  to  carry  out 
more  pullbacks  without  any  quid  pro  quo  from 
the  other  side,  as  the  Left  demands...” 

Even  as  his  government  falls  apart  around 
him.  Netanyahu  is  attempting  to  position  him¬ 
self  smack  in  the  middle  -  for  the  peace  process, 
but  against  unrequited  implementation  of  agree¬ 
ments.  Furthermore,  Netanyahu  has  the  facts  on 
his  side:  Even  the  opposition  is  not  disputing  his 
claims  that  the  Palestinians  have  not  fulfilled 
significant  commitments  made  in  the  Wye 
Accord. 

Arguably,  Netanyahu  has  done  not  only  what 
he  has  promised  to  do.  but  what  the  public  elect¬ 
ed  him  to  do:  continue  with  the  peace  process 
while  holding  the  Palestinians  to  their  side  of 
the  bargain.  The  Wye  Accord  epitomized  this 
approach,  and  received  wide  public  support. 
Why.  then,  is  the  government  falling,  just  as  it  is 
arguably  at  the  peak  of  fulfilling  its  mandate? 

The  answer,  evidently,  lies  not  so  much  in  pol¬ 
icy  as  in  personality. 

Binyamin  Netanyahu  has  a  talent  rare  in  a 
politician:  an  ability  to  alienate  almost  anyone 
'j.-rwkh  whom  he  has  come  into  contact  Many 
i  politicians  have  trouble  looking  beyond  the  next 
,'*!T?'ews  cycle,”  make  conflicting  promises  to  dif¬ 
ferent  people,  and  tend  to  tell  people  what  they 
want  to  hear.  There  is  a  limit,  however,  to  how 
often  a  leader  can  do  this  within  his  own  cabinet 


and  coalition  and  survive.  As  Ariel  Sharon  sug¬ 
gested  in  his  speech  following  Netanyahu’s  on 
Wednesday,  the  opposition  did  not  bring  down 
the  government;  the  government  toppled  itself. 

Though  the  opposition  may  be  celebrating,  it 
has  little  to  be  proud  of.  In  an  ironic  twist, 
Netanyahu’s  downfall  came  not  only  from  los¬ 
ing  the  trust  of  his  coalition,  but  from  placing 
his  trust  in  the  opposition.  Netanyahu  signed  the 
Wye  Agreement  knowing  that  he  would  lose 
support  on  the  Right,  but  with  confidence  that 
he  could  replace  that  support  with  an  opposi¬ 
tion-supplied  “safety  neL” 

The  opposition's  “net,”  however,  started  to 
twitch  soon  after  Wye's  passage,  and  was 
promptly  yanked  the  moment  the  government 
began  to  insist  that  the  Palestinians  actually 
implement  the  agreement. 

Labor  Party  leader  Ehud  Barak  paid  lip  ser¬ 
vice  in  a  speech  yesterday  toward  the  need  to 
hold  the  Palestinians  to  their  commitments,  but 
the  opposition  as  a  whole  has  had  only  scorn  for 
Netanyahu's  efforts  to  do  just  that 
Though  the  government's  end  can  be  dubbed 
self-inflicted.  the  Labor  Party  seems  to  have  its 
own  penchant  for  self-destruction.  Labor's  will¬ 
ingness  to  turn  a  blind  eye  towards  Palestinian 
non-compliance,  and  clear  lust  for  power 
regardless  of  its  implications  for  the  peace 
process,  has  made  Netanyahu’s  behavior  look 
statesmanlike  by  contrast. 

It  is  precisely  the  impression  that  Labor  would 
not  insist  on  Palestinian  implementation  of 
peace  agreements  that  lost  them  the  last  elec¬ 
tion;  it  is  a  mystery  why  they  would  want  to 
enter  another  contest  under  the  some  cloud. 

The  coining  campaign  will  likely  freeze  the 
peace  process  until  the  election,  wasting  valu¬ 
able  time  to  make  progress  on  final-status  talks, 
even  as  the  May  4  deadline  looms. 

Whatever  government  is  assembled  after  the 
elections,  it  is  likely  that  its  mandate  will  be  the 
same. as  the.  currertf  government’s:  to  pursue 
peace  sincerely,  but  with  vigilance. 

Whether  that  mandate  can  be  fulfilled  will 
depend  on  greater  cooperation  between  the  gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  opposition,  in  service  of  the 
consensus  they  supposedly  both  support.

Ail  I  can  say  is  that  I  wish  these 
newly  “liberated”  workers  well, 
and  l  hope  that  they  truly  enjoy 
serving  the  needs  of  young, 
upwardly  mobile,  professionals 
from  Tel  Aviv,  every  day  of  the 
week,  including  Shabbat.

Show  biz  in  Gaza 


Most  of  Israel,  and  many 
throughout  the  world, 
watched  Palestinian 
Authority  Chairman  Yasser 
Arafat's  appearance  in  Gaza 
before  an  assembly  of  Palestinian 
dignitaries  that  included  many 
members  of  the  Palestinian 
National  Council,  expecting  to 
witness  the  revocation  of  the 
clauses  in  the  Palestinian 
Covenant  calling  for  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  State  of  Israel. 

The  PNC  was,  or  maybe  still  is, 
the  highest  decision-malting  body 
of  the  PLO,  an  organization 
founded  over  35  years  ago  with 
the  explicit  aim  of  destroying  the 
State  of  Israel.  Just  what  is  the 
relation  between  the  PLO.  claim¬ 
ing  to  represent  the  Palestinians 
residing  in  Judea,  Samaria,  and 
Gaza  and  also  the  Palestinian 
“diaspora,”  and  the  PA.  elected 
after  the  Oslo  agreements  by  the 
Palestinians  of  Judea,  Samaria, 
and  Gaza,  seems  to  be  deliberate¬ 
ly  left  unclear  by  the  Palestinians. 

What  should  be  dear  is  that  it  is 
in  Israel's  interest  to  deal  with  the 
PA  rather  than  with  the  PLO,  avoid¬ 
ing  giving  legitimacy  to  the  PLO's 
demand  for  the  “right  of  return”  for 
their  diaspora  constituents.  It  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  fathom  why  the  Israeli  del¬ 
egation  at  Wye  Plantation  initiated 
the  idea  of  the  PLO  spectacular  in 
Gaza  with  the  participation  of 
President  Bill  Clinton,  and  more¬ 
over  hailed  it-  as  part- of  Israel's 
“diplomatic  triumph”  there.

To  any  objective  observer  with  a 
minimal  acquaintance  of  parlia¬ 
mentary  procedure,  it  is  obvious 
that  if  it  was  the  Israeli  govern¬ 
ment’s  aim  to  have  the  PNC 
revoke  the  offensive  sections  of  the 
Palestinian  Covenant,  that  objec¬ 
tive  was  most  certainly  not  accom¬ 
plished  at  the  Gaza  meeting. 


THIS  CERTAINLY  must  have 
been  clear  to  ihe  president  of  the 
'United  Stares  who  was  witness  to 
•the  unparliamentary  spectacle. 
This  is  no  way  to  change  a 
covenant  to  amend  a  constitution, 
or  to  pass  a  law.  Clinton  preferred 


from  now  on  US  policy  would  be 
“even-handed."  Israel,  the  victim 
of  Palestinian  terror,  was  being 
equated  with  the  men  who  had 
perpetrated  these  acts  of  terror. 
One  can  only  hope  that  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States  was  not 
fully  aware  of  just  who  and  what 
he  was  lacing  in  Gaza  and  that  a 
sober  reappraisal  will  prevail 
when  he  returns  to  Washington. 

There  is  a  lesson  here  for  the 
Israeli  government  Negotiations 
with  our  Arab  neighbors  should  be 
held  directly.  Involving  our  best 
friend  and  great  dlly,;the  United 
States  in  these  negotiations 
inevitably  forces  the  US  to  dis¬ 
tance  itself  from  Israel  in  order  to 
assure  an  even-handed  posture. 


The  ally  turns  into  an  arbiter,  and 
that  is  certainly  not  in  our  best 
interest 

Possibly  too  much  attention  has 
been  focused  on  the  demand  to 
revise  the  Palestinian  Covenant 
And  yet  a  lingering  doubt  contin¬ 
ues  to  hover  over  the  Israeli- 
PaJes Linian  negotiations.  Is  Arafat 
incapable  or  unwilling  to  bring 
about  a  proper  revision  of  the 
Covenant? 

In  the  first  case,  it  is  an  indica¬ 
tion  that  the  prevailing  opinion  of 
the  members  of  the  PNC  js 
opposed  to  the  elimination  of  iffi: 
clauses  calling  for  the  destruction 
of  Israel.  In  the  latter,  it  raises 
doubts  regarding  Arafat's  own 
ultimate  intentions.  His  repeated 
announcements  that  he  is  fighting 
terrorism  with  all  the  means  at  his 
disposal  are  not  given  much-  cre¬ 
dence  by  Israel's  security  profes¬ 
sionals.  It  is  generally  agreed  that 
some  of  the  worst  terrorist  out¬ 
rages  of  recent  years  could  have 
been  prevented  by  Arafat  and  his 
security  services.  It  seems  that  he 
is  unwilling  rather  than  incapable. 

On  leaving  the  Gaza  meeting, 
Palestinians  were  heard  to  say  that 
“the  show  is  over.”  The  curtain  has 
come  down  on  what  turned  out  to 
be  a  spectacular  success  for 
ArafaL  /A 

Israelis  have  little  reason  to  ber 
pleased.  Especially  since,  in 
accordance  with  the  Wye  agree¬ 
ment.  Israel  is  now  expected  _  to 
begin-vacating  parts  of  the  Judean 
Desert.  These  areas  are  referred  to 
by  the  Israeli  government  as

The  Chinese  curse 


By  the  standards  of  the 
Chinese  curse  -  may  you 
live  in  interesting  times  - 
we  are  indeed  a  cursed  people. 
This  week,  in  particular,  the  com¬ 
petition  for  headline  space  is 
intense. 

President  Bill  Clinton  has  just 
left,  after  addressing  an  assembly 
of  Palestinian  leaders  in  Gaza,  but 
leaving  the  central  failures  in  the 
Oslo  process  unresolved.  He  is 
about  to  face  a  vote  in  which  the 
US  House  of  Representatives  is 
likely  to  vote  to  impeach  him. 
preparing  the  way  for  a  trial  in  the 
Senate. 

At  exactly  the  same  time, 
Clinton  finally  initiated  the  long 
delayed  attack  against  Iraq.  The 
results  of  this  action  and  its  impli¬ 
cations,  particularly  for  Israel,  are 
unknown,  but  the  gas  masks  and 
masking  tape  for  sealed  rooms  are 
being  readied  once  again. 

And,  as  if  this  is  not  enough. 
Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu  has  apparently  and 
belatedly  accepted  the  need  for 
early  elections  (although  even  this 
remains  uncertain),  the  results  of 
which  are  impossible  to  predict 
with  any  confidence. 

Any  one  of  these  events  would 
be  enough  to  moke  us  nervous. 
The  uncertainty  that  has  caused 
enough  problems  for  the  pasL 
decade  has  been  overtaken  by 
chaos.  None  of  these  headlines 
(with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
attack  on  Iraq)  were  predictable, 
and  a  meaningful  assessment  of 
the  implications  of  the  combina¬ 
tion  of  events  is  impossible. 

Clinton's  visit  marked  a  funda¬ 
mental  and.  for  Israel,  very  dan¬ 
gerous  change  in  American  policy.

By  paying  a  state  visit  before  the 
creation  of  a  state,  the  US  provid¬ 
ed  the  Palestinians  with  public 
legitimacy,  at  the  expense  of 
Israel. 

In  his  speech  in  Gaza.  Clinton 
equated  terrorists  with  their  vic¬ 
tims.  and  Secretary  of  State 
Madeleine  Albright  could  scarcely 
restrain  her  tears  of  sympathy  for 
the  well-rehearsed  children  repre¬ 
senting  the  terrorists.  The  mes¬ 
sage.  broadcast  around  the  world, 
was  that  the  Israelis  and 
Palestinians  had  equal  moral 
claims  and  status,  further  eroding 


exploited  by  countries  such  as 
France.  Russia,  and  China,  which 
will  seize  the  opportunity  to 
diminish  America's  global  role. 
Any  predictions  regarding  the 
world  order  during  an  extended 
period  of  American  decline  should 
be  regarded  with  more  than  the 
usual  skepticism,  but  for  Israel, 
the  overall  impact  is  likely  to  be 
negative,  to  put  it  mildly. 


THE  DIFFICULTIES  inherent  in 
predicting  and  controlling  events 
are  most  clearly  illustrated  in  the 
case  of  Iraq,  which  has  continued

the  foundation  of  the  special  rela¬ 
tionship  between  Israel  and  the 
US. 

All  of  this  marks  a  fundamental 
departure  from  50  years  of 
American  policy,  and  was 
unthinkable  two  years  ago. 

In  this  environment,  die  conse¬ 
quences  of  Clinton’s  affairs  and 
the  impeachment  process  add 
another  dimension  to  the  uncer¬ 
tainty.  Whatever  the  outcome,  and 
whether  Clinton  resigns  or  not.  the 
US  government  will  be  paralyzed 
for  at  least  the  next  two  years.  The 
ability  to  maintain  the  pressure  on 
Iraq  has  already  been  reduced,  as 
reflected  by  the  comments  of  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  regarding  the 
timing  of  the  attack.  Internal  divi¬ 
sion  in  Washington  will  be 


to  defy  commitments  to  destroy  its 
capacity  to  make  weapons  of  mass 
destruction. 

Since  1991,  decision  makers  in 
the  US  have  been  convinced  that 
they  could  “keep  Saddam  in  his 
box,"  and  that  the  continuation  of 
a  weakened  Iraqi  regime  under 
his  control  was  preferable  to  the 
uncertainty  inherent  in  forcing 
bis  removal.  However,  Saddam 
may  be  about  to  prove  them 
wrong,  if  he  emerges  from  the 
American  attack,  which  is  likely 
to  be  far  too  little  to  make  a  dif¬ 
ference,  and  came  much  too  late. 
(Instead  of  the  six- week  cam¬ 
paign  that  had  been  planned,  this 
attack  is  scheduled  to  end  in  just 
a  few  days,  with  the  beginning  of 
Ramadan). 


Given  the  failures  in  assessing 
Iraqi  policies  over  the  past  10 
years  or  more,  it  would  be  foolish 
for  the  same  decision-makers  an J 
their  advisers  in  Washington  0 
presume  that  they  know  how^ 
revived  Iraqi  presence  in  the 
Middle  East  will  impact  on  stabil¬ 
ity.  In  this  area,  as  well,  the  future 
is  uncertain,  and  the  options  are 
not  particularly  encouraging. 

Finally,  and  in  many  ways  most 
importantly  for  Israel,  we  appear 
to  be  on  the  edge  of  another  bitter 
and  divisive  election  campaign. 
For  the  past  15  years,  elections 
have  ended  with  a  50-50  split 
between  the  two  main  blocs,  with 
small  parties  and  splinter  groups 
holding  the  balance  of  power,  and  i 
all  the  evidence  points  toward  a  * 
similar  outcome  in  1999.  Beyond 
this  near  certainty,  it  is  impossible 
to  predict  whether  Ehud  Barak. 
Netanyahu,  or  perhaps  a  third 
candidate,  will  emerge  as  the 
leader  of  the  next  government, 
and  thus,  all  other  bets,  regarding 
the  political  process,  the  econo¬ 
my,  and  the  secular-religious  rela¬ 
tions  are  off. 

For  policy  makers,  the  lesson  of 
this  multidimensional  political 
ebaos  is  to  avoid  advisers  and 
decisions  that  are  based  on  cer¬ 
tainties  that  do  not  exist  For  every 
action,  there  will  be  a  reaction,  but 
it  is  not  necessarily  equal  or  oppo¬ 
site.  Policy  must  remain  flexible, 
with  the  nklization  that  no  one  - 
even  the  representatives  of  the 
world's  only  superpower  -  can 
assume  that  events  can  be  con-  ; 
trolled.  Once  set  in  motion,  com-  A 
plex  plans  assume  a  life  of  their  ' 
own.  and  the  only  certainty  is 
uncertainty.

WE  DON’T  want  anyone  to 
become  unduly  frightened  but 
we  re  all  about  to  die 

In  September,  it  was  reported 
that  the  worldwide  animal  con¬ 
spiracy  to  overthrow  the  human 
race  seemed  to  be  collapsing  amid 
interspecies  squabbling. 

As  usual,  we  were  wrong.  In 
recent  weeks,  an  alarming  upsurge 
in  anti-human  violence  has  been 
recorded  across  the  US.  For  exam¬ 
ple.  in  early  October,  a  California 
man  who  stepped  out  of  his  pickup 
to  open  a  gate  was  killed  when  his 
dog  passenger  threw  the  truck  into 
gear  and  ran  him  down,  according 
to  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.

which  occurred  in  Whitehall  when 
a  babysitter  found  one  of  the  furry 
creatures  in  a  kitchen.  She  then 
went  to  the  basement  to  do  some 
laundry,  only  to  discover  two  more 
squirrels  in  the  drver.  Fleeing 
upstairs  to  find  clothes  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  she  was  watching,  she  pulled 


open  a  dresser  drawer  and  found  a 
squirrel  in  there,  too.  She  then 
headed  for  the  front  door,  but  it 
was  blocked  by  additional  squir¬ 
rels.  When  police  arrived,  tbe 
babysitter  and  kids  were  barricad¬ 
ed  inside  a  car.  Sova  said. 

Frankly,  we  think  the  rhetoric  of 
the  animal-rights  movement  has 
helped  incite  ail  this.  For  instance. 
Manly ne  Mason,  a  lawyer  who 
sues  on  behalf  of  pets,’ recent lv 
said,  “There  has  been  a  gradual 
procession:  equal  rights  for 
African  Americans,  then  women’s 
rights  and  gay  rights.

Either  way,  it  became  obvious  to 
both  Netanyahu  and  Foreign 
Minister  Ariel  Sharon  that  the 
government  could  not  last  much 
longer.  Hence  the  Wednesday 
evening  announcement. 

Contrary  to  Netanyahu’s  decla¬ 
ration,  the  decision  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  peace  process  or  with 
Palestinian  compliance  or  non- 
compliance  of  the  Wye  accord.

..Indeed,  ‘the  Palestinians  have  every 
reason  not  to  rock,  the  boat  Anyone 
can  see  that  the  victors  of  last  week's 
visit  by  President  Bill  Clinton  were 
tiie  Palestinians  and  that  our  govern¬ 
ment  was  the  big  loser.

When  writer  Sami  Michael  said 
on  television  that  the  Palestinians 
should  name  a  street  in  Gaza  after 
Binyamin  Netanyahu  in  gratitude 
for  what  he  did  for  them,  he  was 
hardly  exaggerating.  Our  prime 
minister  handed  the  Palestinians 
on  a  silver  platter  the  sort  of  pre¬ 
sent  they  could  only  dream  of.  1 
can  think  of  no  other  instance  in 
the  entire  history  of  the  State  of 
Israel  in  which  any  of  our  govern¬ 
ments  succeeded  in  scoring  so 
many  own  goals  in  such  a  short 
time. 

In  striking  contrast  to 
Netanyahu's  Wednesday  evening 
declaration,  Clinton  sought  to 
inject  a  new  urgency  into  the 
peace  process.  His  speech  in  Gaza, 
with  the  exception  of  his  unfortu¬ 
nate  equating  of  the  orphans  of 
terrorist  attacks  to  the  children  of 
those  who  committed  those 
attacks,  was  a  masterpiece. 

The  positive  side  of  hispfzw  rela¬ 
tionship  with  Arafat  is  that  it  will 
now  be  much  more  difficult  for  the 
Palestinians  to  ignore  their  commit¬ 
ments  to  peace. 

THIS  BEING  so,  we  can  expect 


the  Palestinians  to  comply  with 
the  Wye  decisions,  though  our 
government  will  declare  the  con¬ 
trary.  They  demonstrated  that  will¬ 
ingness  by  the  sbow  they  put  on  in 
re-abrogating  the  Palestinian 
Covenant. 

If  the  Palestinians  do,  indeed, 
“behave"  and  if  the  Americans 
publicly  endorse  their  good 
behavior,  Netanyahu  will  find  it 
much  more  difficult  to  follow  the 
line  he  took  on  Wednesday 
evening  and  in  his  radio  interview 
yesterday  morning,  namely  that 
he  is  going  to  the  nation  in  order 
to  ask  for  “a  mandate  to  achieve  a 
true  peace"  and  to  defend 
Jerusalem. 

His  decision  to  jettison  the 
implementation  of  Wye  and  to  ally 
himself  with  the  extreme  Right 
may  yet  boomerang  on  him,  espe¬ 
cially  if  the  Palestinians  do  not 
give  him  any  justification  for 
abandoning  Wye.  Polls,  have 
shown  that  a  considerable  majori¬ 
ty  of  Israelis  are  in  favor  of  Wye.  A 
large  majority  want  to  see  the 
peace  process  moving  toward.  A 
freeze  on  all  movement  until  elec¬ 
tions  may  thus  not  be  popular. 


especially  if  the  Palestinians  fulfill 
their  obligations. 

In  the  meantime,  even  if 
Netanyahu  decides  to  go  ro  the 
nation,  this  government  will  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  at  least  until  elec¬ 
tions  are  held,  probably  in  late 
April.  The  next  few  weeks  can 
either  bring  a  return  to  sanity  by 
returning  to  the  Wye  accord  or  we 
can  slide  further  down  the  slippery 
slope  toward  political  isolation, 
increasingly  strained  relations 
with  our  American  ally,  confronta¬ 
tion  with  Egypi  and  possibly  with 
Jordan  as  well,  and  further 
estrangement  with  the 
Palestinians. 

At  the  end  of  the  line, 
Netanyahu's  intransigence  will 
have  done  tremendous  damage  and 
will  not  have  achieved  anything,  for 
either  he,  or  the  next  prime  minister, 
will  eventually  carry  out  the  with¬ 
drawal  that  he  agreed  to  at  Wye. 

,  The  Americans,  having  been  ele¬ 
vated  by  Netanyahu .  to  being 
judge,- referee,  witness,  and  pace¬ 
setter,  will  not  now  let  us  off  the 
hook.  They  cannot  afford  to  lose 
out  in  the  Arab  world,  at  a  time 
when  bombs  are  once  more  falling 
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on  Iraq  and  when  the  Middle  East 
is  once  more  aflame.  They  will 
follow  through  to  the  bitter  end. 
They  will  examine  our  complaints, 
and  will  match  them  to  the  com¬ 
plaints  of  the  Palestinians  and  they 
will  drag  us  both  back  to  the  Wye 
accord. 

And  if  our  government  does  not 
like  what  the  Americans  will  be 
doing,  it  will  only  have  itself  to 
blame,  for  it  is  this  government 
that  enticed  the  Americans  into  the 
equation  so  deeply,  this  govern¬ 
ment  that  brought  CliQton  to  Gaza 
for  the  rescinding  of  the 
Palestinian  Covenant,  which  was 
done  no  more  convincingly  than 
the  previous  abolition  in  1996. 

Given  such  a  situation,  it  will  be 
expedient  for  Netanyahu  to  fulfill 
his  side  of  the  Wye  bargain. 
Failure  to  do  so  will  place  him  on 
a  collision  course  with  the 
Americans  and  Europeans,  with 
our  neighbors,  and,  what  is  more 
important  from  his  point  of  view, 

,  with  a  majority  of  our  own  people, 
who  are  sick  and  tired  of  the 
excuses  and  the  procrastination 
and  want  to  see  the  peace  process 
moving  forward. 


A  prime  minister  in  denial 


Were  it  not  for  President 
Bill  Clinton’s  presence, 
there  would  have  been 
.nothing  especially  noteworthy 
)ut  last  week's  assembly  in 
All  that  really  happened  is 
that  an  assembly  of  well-dressed 
Palestinian  notables  affirmed 
Palestinian  Authority  Chairman 
Yasser  Arafat’s  claim,  first  made 
10  years  ago,  that  the  Palestinian 
Covenant  is  “ caduque "  -  no 
longer  valid.  But  Clinton  was 
there,  and  he  gave  a  speech  that  is 
being  interpreted  as  the  Balfour 
Declaration  of  the  Palestinians. 
Because  of  that.  Prime  Minister 
Binyamin  Netanyahu  now  stands 
accused  of  being  the  midwife  of 
the  Palestinian  state. 

^31  This  is  a  cheap  shat,  of  precisely 
the  sort  that  pollutes  so  much  of 
what  passes  for  political  analysis 
and  debate  in  this  countty.  If 
Netanyahu  is  guilty  of  anything,  it 


is  not  of  facilitating  something 
that  could  have  been  avoided,  but 
of  insisting  beyond  reason  on  try¬ 
ing  to  prevent  something  that 
could  not  be  prevented.  His  effort 
does  not  and  will  not  change  the 
outcome,  but  it  does  maximize  the 
costs  and  minimize  the  benefits  of 
that  outcome  to  the  country  which 
entrusted  him  with  its  welfare. 

However  bizarre  it  might  have 
sounded  to  the  Palestinians  in 
attendance  or  the  Israelis  watching 
on  television,  Clinton  was  just 
stating  the  obvious  when  he  said 
that  no  one  has  a  monopoly  on 
pain  or  virtue.  He  could  have 
added,  with  no  less  justification, 
what  this  latest  incident  also 
demonstrates  so  vividly;  that  no 
one  has  a  monopoly  on  political 
wisdom.  The  essence  of  that  is 
reading  correctly  the  force  field  in 
which  a  country  operates. 

For  almost  25  years,  Israel  has 
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operated  in  a  local,  regional,  and 
international  force  field  that  has 
dictated  some  kind  of  Palestinian 
state.  But  for  almost  25  years, 
Israeli  leaders  have  been  busy 
denying  and  defying  that  reality, 
rather  than  recognizing  it  and  try¬ 
ing  to  shape  it  to  Israel's  advan¬ 
tage.  So  instead  of  treating  the 
risks  and  costs  of  a  Palestinian 
state  as  a  problem  to  be  contained 
by  ensuring  that  the  state  emerges 
in  a  context  of  bilateral  coopera¬ 
tion,  regional  goodwill,  and  inter¬ 
national  (especially  American) 
sensitivity  to  Israeli  concerns,  they 
have  treated  the  costs  and  risks  as 
conclusive  arguments  for  prevent¬ 
ing  what  cannot  be  prevented. 

ALL  THIS  accomplished  was  to 
make  the  problem  worse,  by 


ensuring,  not  that  the  Palestinian 
state  will  not  emerge,  but  that  it 
will  emerge  in  an  atmosphere  of 
acrimony  and  petty  vindictiveness, 
unalloyed  by  any  sense  of  recon¬ 
ciliation  or  commitment  to  a  com¬ 
mon  future.  Nothing  sums  up  the 
problem  better  than  the  belief  that 
the  problem  with  what  happened 
in  Gaza  was  the  presence  of  the 
president  of  the  United  States, 
rather  than  the  absence  of  the 
prime  minister  of  Israel. 

It  was  always  a  delusion  to  think 
that  denying  what  you  don’t  like 
could  yield  any  other  outcome. 
Worse  than  a  sin;  this  is  a  mistake 
of  the  sort  that  produces  self- 
inflicted  wounds.  Most  Arab  lead¬ 
ers  were  guilty  of  the  same  mis¬ 
take  for  many  years,  and  some  still 
are  -  even  now.  And  for  what  it’s 
worth  in  terms  of  mitigating  cir¬ 
cumstances,  that  is  the  mistake 
that  for  many  years  characterized 


many  other  Israeli  leaders,  as  well. 

But  most  Labor  Party  leaders, 
and  some  in  the  Likud,  eventually 
realized  their  mistake,  and  the 
most  recent  ones  have  tried  to  cor¬ 
rect  it  Netanyahu  has  not.  As  a 
result,  the  Palestinian  state  is 
being  bom,  not  because  of  Israel, 
but  in  spite  of  it.  Israel  still  gives, 
because  it  has  to,  but  its  govern¬ 
ment's  refusal  to  show  generosity 
(or  even  to  make  of  an  effort  to 
mask  realpolitik  with  a  facade  of 
generosity)  means  that  it  will  get 
virtually  nothing  of  real  value  in 
return. 

Netanyahu's  greatest  failure  has 
been  his  continuing  inability  to 
recognize  necessity  and  make  a 
virtue  of  it,  and  nothing  confirms 
more  his  unsuitability  for  tbe  bur¬ 
den  of  national  leadership.  It  is 
still  not  too  late  to  salvage  some¬ 
thing  from  this  mess,  but 
Netanyahu  is  not  the  man  to  do  it. 


Asked  how  it  is  that  polls 
habitually  misforecast  our 
election  results',  one  pundit 
suggested  the  problem  is  neither  in 
the  pollsters  lying  about  their  find¬ 
ings  nor  in  their  interviewees  mis¬ 
leading  them.  The  Israeb'  voter,  he 
said,  tells  the  pollsters  the  truth, 
but  lies  in  the  voting  booth. 

Considering  such  precedents  as 
Binyamin  Netanyahu's  upset  vic¬ 
tory  in  1996,  orMenachem  Bogin’s 
resurrection  from  a  20-point  deficit 
in  1981,  MK  Dan  Meridor  and  for¬ 
mer  chief  of  General  Staff  Amnon 
Lipkin-Shahak  would  do  well  to 
take  currently  flattering  polls  with 
a  grain  of  salt 

If  anything.  Middle  Israelis 
should  recall  successive  centrist 
adventures,  from  Rafi  in  the  1960s 
to  the  Democratic  Movement  for 
Change  of  the  1970s,  which 
repeatedly  led  voters  from  the 
euphoria  of  initial  success  to  the 
depression  of  ultimate  debacle- 
And  yet,  as  the  curtain  rings 
down  on  our  current  political  land¬ 
scape,  it  has  become  imperative 
for  our  centrists  to  take  up  tbe 
gauntlet  and  set  out  to  disinfect 
our  contaminated  public  life. 

Spotting  the  centrists  among  us 
is  easy;  they're  that  vast  bulk  of 
our  friends,  neighbors,  and  rela¬ 
tives  who  fight  theocracy  but  cher¬ 
ish  tradition,  support  market  free¬ 
dom  but  care  for  the  poor,  and 
hack  land-for-peace  compromises 
while  opposing  every thing-for- 
nothing  escapes  from  reality. 

The  reason  centrists  should 
finally  despair  of  Labor  and  the 
Likud,  where  they  have  tradition¬ 
ally  flocked,  is  that  the  former’s 
original  raison  d’etre  of  statist  col¬ 
lectivism,  and  the  latter's  Greater 
Israel  dogma,  have  long  become 
equally  obsolete  as  mainstream 
political  platforms.  No  one  in  his 
right  mind  would  now  return  the 
IDF  to  Gaza  or  Nablus,  and  no  one 
in  his  left  mind  -  certainly  not 
Ehud  Barak  -  would  renationalize 
Bank  Hapoalim.  Israel  Chemicals, 
or  the  cellular  phone  market 
Why,  then,  do  these  dinosaurs 
continue  to  bicker  between  them 
as  if  the  world  is  theirs  to  split? 
Because  for  them,  fighting  the 
other  party  has  gradually  changed 
from  means  to  atm.  That  is  how 
they  lost  the  ability  to  feel  the 
national  pulse,  and  that  is  how 
they  failed  to  detea  and  address 
fundamental  undercurrents  which 
-have  transformed  this  society  . 
.beyond  recognition;  the  Likud  . 
missed  out  on  the  Sbas  revolution, 
and  Labor  on  the  challenges  posed 
by  post-Soviet  immigration. 

Tbe  new  centrists,  to  be  sure,  are 
not  likely  to  recruit  Aryeh  Deri’s  or 
Natan  Sharansky’s  constituents. 
They  are,  however,  destined  to  gal¬ 
vanize  the  politically  marginalized 
middle  class,  which  rightly  deserves 
to  lead  this  country  to  a  better  future. 

Rightly,  that  is,  because,  with  all 
due  respect,  the  vast  majority  of 
Israelis  are  neither  disgruntled 
newcomers  from  Novosibirsk  nor 
disenfranchised  melamdim  in 
S  has- funded  schools. 

Atheists,  haredim,  populists,  new 
immigrants.  Greater  Israelites,  Arab 
Israelis  and  other  political  minori¬ 
ties  should,  naturally,  retain  their 
parliamentary  stakes,  and  also  join 
coalitions.  But  when  h  comes  to 
forgjng  policy  and  accessing  the 
national  coffers,  it’s  time  their  lim¬ 
ited  following  was  matched  by  lim¬ 
ited  clout.  In  a  healthy  democracy, 
minorities  orbit  the  center,  not  the 
other  way  around. 

With  the  center's  political  ratio¬ 
nale,  social  composition,  and  pro- 
gramatic  agenda  generally  clear, 
the  ever- thorny  personal  aspect 
remains  to  be  sorted  out,  and  that, 
in  turn,  must  highlight  one  name 


more  than  any  other:  Dan  Meridor. 

That  soft-spoken,  politically  sea¬ 
soned  scion  of  Israel's  classical 
right  is  neither  a  Benny  Begin-type 
of  unreconstructed  territorial  zealot 
nor  a  disingenuous  manipulator 
like  Ronni  Milo,  whose  panicked 
flight  from  the  right  landed  him 
pretty  much  to  the  left  of  Meretz. 

As  cabinet  secretary,  Meridor 
maintained  the  low  profile  of  an  effi¬ 
cient  and  modest  aide,  veiy  much 
unlike  Netanyahu's  noisy,  tactless, 
and  pompous  Dan  Naveh.  As  justice 
minister,  he  stood  up  to  then-defense 
minister  Yitzhak  Rabin's  inclination 
to  compromise  human  rights  and 
natural  law.  As  finance  minister,  he 
undid  Labor's  derelict  fiscal  orgies 
by  sharply  cutting  the  budget.  But 
above  all,  Meridor  represents  the 
great  antithesis  to  the  politics  of 
opportunism,  cynicism,  and  machi¬ 
nation  with  which  we  have  grown  all 
too  accustomed  -  and  fed  up. 

Indeed,  a  Meridor-Netauyahu 
showdown  would  pit  raerir  against 
power,  and  it's  time  the  former  got 
its  chance  to  shepherd  us  hard¬ 
working,  tax-paying,  reserve- 
duty-serving  Middle  Israelis  to  the 
pastures  of  clean,  prudent,  and 
accountable  government  in  which 
we  rightly  deserve  to  graze. 

The  problem  with  Meridor  is  that 
be  lacks  the  killer's  power  hunger 
which  mokes  politicians  tike 
Netanyahu  and  Barak  tick.  Meridor 
prospered  as  consigliere  to  prime 
ministers  Begin  and  Shamir,  and 
would  possibly  be  happy  with  a  sim¬ 
ilar  role  behind  Amnon  Shahak’s  ear. 

That  could  be  a  good  formula, 
but  with  or  without  the  retired 
general's  charisma,  Meridor  had 
better  make  a  move,  and  fast 
Surely,  it  wouldn’t  be  tbe  first 
time  humility  and  conceit  clash  in 
a  bid  for  power  over  the  one  land 
most  densely  populated  with  wor¬ 
shipers,  dreamers,  and  prophets, 
false  and  real. 

One  precedent  that  comes  to 
mind  is  Abimelech,  son  of  the  bib¬ 
lical  judge  Gideon  who  -  would 
Bibi  believe  this?  -  turned  down  a 
popular  plea  to  become  king.  "I 
will  not  rule  over  you,  neither  shall 
my  son  rule  over  you;  tbe  Lord 
shall  rale  over  you,"  he  explained. 

But  the  humble  Gideon  was 
tragically  wrong. 

In  reality,  his  son  not  only  sought 
power,  but  in  order  to  seize  it  he 
“hired  vain  and  light  persons”  and 
ultimately  killed  the  rest  of  his 
father’s.  70  sons  “upon  one  stone,’’ 
a  measure  which  sadly  brings 
thoughts  about  Bibi’s  serial  dispos¬ 
al  of  cabinet  brains  like  Meridor, 
Neeman,  and  Begin,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  his  effective  dismemberment 
of  the  party  which  made  him  king. 

Still,  Gideon’s  youngest  son, 
Jotham,  hid,  fled,  climbed  atop  Ml 
Grizim,  and  told  a  fable  about  tbe 
trees  who  sought  to  anoint  a  king 
over  them,  only  to  successively 
meet  refusals  from  the  olive 
(“should  I  leave  my  fatness  where¬ 
with  they  honor  Cod  and  man,  and 
go  be  promoted  over  the  trees7"), 
the  fig  (“should  I  forsake  my  sweet¬ 
ness  and  my  good  fruit?"),  and  tbe 
vine  (“should  I  leave  my  wine, 
which  cheeretfa  God  and  man?"). 

Having  agreed  that  politics  is  basi¬ 
cally  a  filthy  game  far  beneath  their 
dignity,  those  good-looking,  high- 
minded,  fruit-bearing  trees  asked  the 
thorny  bramble  to  reign  over  them. 

The  bramble,  for  its  part,  lost  no 
time  seizing  the  opportunity,  and 
summarily  told  bis  newly  found 
followers;  “Come,  pur  your  trust 
in  my  shadow,  and  if  not,  let  fire 
come  out  of  the  bramble  and 
devour  the  cedars  of  Lebanon.” 

It’s  time,  Dan,  for  you  to  cease 
to  be  the  fig,  olive,  and  vine. 
Middle  Israel  is  tired  of  languish¬ 
ing  in  bramble's  shade. 


Hanukka  parallels 


Conventional  wisdom  assigns 
to  Antioch  os  IV  Epiphanes 
the  role  of  history’s  first 
religious  persecutor,  the  first 
tyrant  to  issue  orders  to  the  soul  of 
man.  Yet,  as  Prof.  Elias  Bickefrnan 
first  pointed  out  more  than  60 
years  ago,  many  facts  refuse  to 
conform  to  this  picture. 

To  be  sure  the  decrees  issued  by 
Antioch  us  in  167  BCE  effectively 
i  outlawed  the  practice  of  Judaism 
Jjf  in  Judea  and  substituted  in  its 
"  place  an  idolatrous  cult  centered 
on  tbe  Temple  in  Jerusalem.  But 
the  question  remains:  Was 
Anriochus  IV  the  originator  of 
those  decrees  or  merely  the  execu- 
tot  of  the.  suggestions  of  others? 

What  puzzled  Bickerman  -was 
that  nowhere  else  in  his  realm  did 
Aqtiochus  promulgate  measures 
vaguely  resembling  those  promul¬ 
gated  in  Judea.  Nowhere  else  was 
die  local  religion  of  a  vassal  people 
supplanted.  No  other  people  prac¬ 
ticing  circumcision  was  barred 
from  doing  so.  No  other  people 
that  refrained  from  eating  pone  was 
forced  to  do  so.  Indeed  even  the 
<iJew$  living  elsewhere  in  the 
■Sfeleucid  Empire  were  allowed  to 
contiooe  practicing  their  religion. 

The.deterrhmed  .efforts  to  extir¬ 
pate  Judaism  in  Judea,  Bickerman 
argues,  .were  instigated  by  the 
“enlightened"  Hellenizers,  led  by 
the  High  Priest  Mercians-  To  the. 
Greek  mind,  the  mark  of  civilization 
was  the  ability  to  mix  freely  with  all 


peoples  with  whom  one  came  into 
contact  Particularism  was  a  sign  of 
barbarism.  (All  ancient  historians 
portray  Jews  as  “haters  of  all  men.") 

It  was  natural  for  the  Jewish 
Hellenizers  to  take  direct  aim  at  the 
most  distinguishing  characteristics 
of  Jewish  religion  -  circumcision, 
Shabbat,  tbe  festivals,  and  the  study 
of  Torah.  The  cult  they  instituted  in 
the  Temple  required  sacrifice  of 
only  animals  previously  deemed 
impure,  particularly  pig.  And  they 
were  prepared  to  put  their  fellow 
Jews  to  the  sword  to  force  their  par¬ 
ticipation  in  die  new  cult  and  there¬ 
by  civilize  them. 

The  Maccabean  revolt  was  thus 
primarily  a  civil  war,  and  the  pri¬ 
mary  target  of  the  Maccabees' 
wrath  were  the  “lawless”  ones. 
When  Antiochus'  successor, 
Antiochus  V,  officially  recognized 
in  163  that  the  Jews  had  no  wish  to 
be  Hellenized,  he  executed 
Menelaus  as  a  sign  of  his  good  wtlL 
We  find  some  similar  patterns 
recurring  during  the  Spanish  period. 

.  During  the  Golden  Age  of 
Spanish  Jewry.  Jews  lived  in  more 
intimate  and  fruitful  contact  with 
their  non-Jewisb  neighbors  than  in 
any  previous  period.  Yet  as  early 
as  the  Maimonidean  controversies 
of  the  late  12th  and  early  13th  cen¬ 
turies,  many  were  pointing  out  the 
dangers  of  the  study  of  philosophy 
to  which  the  Jewish  aristocracy 
had  become  greatly  attracted. 

Rabbi  Meir  H*dc\i  Abuiana  and

Nachmanides  -  themselves  men  of 
great  philosophical  sophistication  - 
feared  that  the  stress  on  the  pursuit  of 
philosophical  truth,  even  if  it  be 
knowledge  of  God,  as  in  the  case  of 
Matmonides,  would  end  with  tbe 
devaluing  of  performance  of  mitzvot 
They  also  noted  that  philosophy 
was  often  the  handmaiden  of 
licentiousness,  as  it  had  been  for 
the  Jewish  Hellenizers  in  rheir 
time.  Nachmanides  characterized 
the  aristocratic  philosophers  of  his 
time  in  Barcelona  as  “men  sus¬ 
pected  of  sexual  immorality”  and 
Rabbi  Meir  Abulafia’s  brother 
described  them  as  pleasure-seek¬ 
ers  who  are  secretly  nor  observant. 

THE  FEARS  of  Nachmanides 
were  ultimately  realized.  For  tbe 
only  time  in  Jewish  history,  the 
majority  of  Jews  in  Spain  failed 
the  test  of  loyalty  to  their  religion. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  converted 
during  the  pogroms  of  1391  and 
1412,  most  at  first  unwillingly,  bur 
within  two  generations  the  vast 
majority  were  fully  Christianized 
Many  historians  attribute  the 
weakness  of  Spanish  Jewry,  com¬ 
pared  to  Bench  and  German  Jews 
during  tbe  Crusades,  for  instance,  ro 
the  spread  of  philosophy  in  Spain. 
Not  only  did  the  fascination  with 
universal  philosophy  sap  die  wfi]  to 
live  as  Jews,  it  produced  some  of  the 


worst  Jew-haters  from  within. 
Jewish  apostates  produced  an  exten¬ 
sive  anti -Jewish  literature,  and  they 
played  a  prominent  role  in  almost 
every  disputation  with  the  Church. 

Even  many  of  the  most  infamous 
inquisitors  were  drawn  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Jews. 

The  Hassid  Yawetz,  one  of  the 
exiles  of  1492,  noted  that  of  the 
200,000  Jews  who  went  into  exile 
-  a  small  fraction  of  the  communi¬ 
ty  that  had  once  been  -  most  were 
drawn  from  the  ranks  of  the  simple 
people,  not  the  former  Jewish  aris¬ 
tocracy.  Once  again,  only  the  piety 
of  simple  Jews  made  it  possible  for 
subsequent  generations  of  the 
Jewish  “enlighteners"  to  make 
mockery  of  their  ancestral  religion. 

The  parallels  between  the 
Jewish  Hellenizers  and  19th  centu¬ 
ry  German  Reform  are  even  more 
striking  (as  Bickerman  explicitly 
noted).  Moses  Mendelsohn,  “the 
German  Plato"  and  himself  an 
observant  Jew,  taught  that  tbe 
ideas  of  Judaism  are  all  universal 
in  nature  and  fully  accessible  to  all 
men.  Only  the  practices  are  partic¬ 
ular  and  required  revelation. 

His  followers,  including  almost 
his  entire  family,  jettisoned  the 
particularistic  practices  in  their 
eagerness  ro  realize  his  goal  of  foil 
integration  into  German  society. 
Even  circumcision  was  attacked 
by  the  most  radical  reformers. 

Like  the  Hellenizers  two  millennia 
earlier,  the  German  reformers  were 


eager  to  enlighten  their  brethren -by 
force  if  necessary.  They  feared  that 
those  who  clung  to  Halacha  would 
reveal  all  Jews  to  be  backward  bar¬ 
barians  unworthy  of  emancipation. 

Where  the  reformers  took  over  the 
traditional  communal  apparatus, 
they  used  their  power  to  suppress  tbe 
traditionalists.  Mikvaot  woe  filled 
in,  the  production  of  kosher  food 
halted,  and  yeshivot  closed.  The 
Frankfort  community  board  banned 
the  study  of  Torah  and  employed  the 
local  police,  in  the  role  ofEpjphanes, 
to  enforce  that  ban. 

So  where  does  that  leave  us 
today?  Few  Jews  -  probably  none 
outside  of  Israel  -  are  still  enraged 
by  other  Jews  performing  mitzvoL 
Assimilation  is  too  far  advanced  to 
worry  that  a  few  die-hards  will 
turn  back  die  clock. 

Yet  the  old  discomfort  with  parr 
tlcularism  remains.  That  explains 
why  it  took  mainstream  Jewish 
organizations  over  a  week  to  rec¬ 
ognize  the  1991  Crown  Heights 
riots  for  what  they  were;  a 
pogrom.

Ml  money  supply 
down  1 .8%  in  Dec.

MI  money  supply  fell  1.8  per¬ 
cent  Iasi  month  to  NIS  22.1  bil¬ 
lion.  the  Bank  of  Israel  said  yes¬ 
terday. 

The  drop  in  this  measure  of  the 
sum  of  currency  in  public  circula¬ 
tion.  demand,  deposit  and  travel¬ 
ers'  checks,  was  the  largest  this 
year,  following  a  2.2^  jump  in 
October.  In  the  course  of  the  last 
12  months  Ml  has  increased 
18.8*3. 

Economists  said  this,  coupled 
with  the  1.3%  rise  in  the  consumer 
price  index  (CPI)  last  month, 
means  the  central  bank  will  not  cut 
its  key  lending  rate  for  January. 
That  view  was  further  backed  by 
Bank  of  Israel  sources  who  said 
the  present  political  uncertainty 
and  increasingly  likely  failure  of 
the  1999  state  budget  being 
approved  means  the  bank  is  highly 
likely  to  keep  a  tight  reign  oh 
monetary  policy. 

The  public’s  assets,  meanwhile, 
totalled  NIS  789.27b.  at  the  end  of 
October,  of  which  47.8%  was 


plated  in  CPI-linked  investments, 
1 1 .6%  in  those  which  are  foreign- 
currency  linked,  with  an  addition¬ 
al  15.7%  tied  up  in  the  stock  mar¬ 
ket.  according  to  the  central  bank.

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can  push  new  budget  to  summer

If  the  Knesset  does  not  approve  the  1999 
state  budget  and  accompanying  budgetary 
arrangements  bill  in  the  next  fortnight,  the 
economy  might  well  remain  without  a  pub¬ 
lic  expenditure  package  until  August,  state 
budget  director  David  Milgrom  warned  yes¬ 
terday. 

Given  that  a  general  election  seems  likely 
to  be  held  in  April,  with  pollsters  predicting 
a  second  round  of  voting  in  the  prune  min¬ 
isterial  race,  Milgrom  believes  the  Knesset 
will  not  be  able  to  process  the  budget  until 
August 

Without  an  approved  budget,  the  govern¬ 


ment  can  only  use  an  inflation-adjusted 
199S  pot,  which  would  be  divided  into  12 
equal  portions  and  used  on  a  month-by- 
month  basis. 

“The  upshot  of  that  is  we’re  left  with  an 
extremely  restricted  budget,  which  does  not 
take  into  account  the  increase  in  the  size  of 
the  population,  changes  in  the  government’s 
order  of  priorities,  such  as  extra  investments 
in  infrastructure  -  things  that  simply  don’t 
appear  in  last  year's  budget,"  said  Milgrom. 

In  practical  terms,  a  variety  of  essentials 
have  not  be  budgeted  for,  said  Milgrom,  and 
in  order  to  fund  them  other  projects  will 
have  to  be  dropped  by  the  wayside. 

Examples  of  additional  funding  require¬ 


ments  include: 

•  Finding  resources  to  pay  for  extra  teach¬ 

ing  hours  needed  to  cope  with  demographic 
growth.  , 

•  The  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Health 
Ministry  for  the  expansion  of  the  basket  of 
health  services. 

Additionally,  the  budgetary  arrangements 
bill,  which  has  yet  to  pass  its  first  reading, 
includes  a  technical  section  allowing  for  the 
transfer  of  unemployment  benefit  payments 
from  one  pot  to  another.  Without  this, 
Milgrom  said,  many  people  will  be  unable 
to  receive  payments. 

Before  any  of  these  items  are  taken  into 
account,  the  law  stipulates  that  the  govern¬ 


ment  must  honor  its  obligations,  which  take 
into  account  debt  and  interest  repayments 
and  payments  stemming  from  various  oflier 

signed  agreements.  •• 

Milgrom  would  not  say  to  what  extent,  m 
percentage  terms,  the  overall  spending 
package  would  be  restricted  but  said  “it 
would  be  a  budget  that  does  not  meet  the 

reality  of  '99.  •  •  • 

There  simply  must  be  a  budget  not  only 
from  the  perspective  of  the  ability  to  spend, 
but  also  in  order  to  create  a  sense  afstabfli- 
ty ,  both  for  the  domestic  and  overseas  busi¬

Mideast  development  bank  shuts  down

The  Bank  for  Economic 
Cooperation  and  Development  in 
the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa 
closed  its  doors  on  Wednesday, 
even  before  its  official  opening 
The  Cairo-based  bank,  which 
was  designed  to  promote  regional 
peace  through  economic  coopera¬ 
tion,  was  closed  due  to  ‘difficulties' 
in  the  Arab-Israeli  peace  process, 
according  to  transitional  team 
member  Lorenzo  Savorelti. 

Savorelli  said  that  the  bank  also 
ran  into  problems  because  the  US, 
a  key  shareholder,  met  a  refusal  on 
the  part  of  Congress  to  release 
funds  for  the  third  year  Tunning. 
The  idea  for  the  bank  was  first 


mooted  during  the  heady  days  of 
the  1994  Middle  Eiisr  &  North 
Africa  economic  conference  in 
Casablanca,  and  was  formally  set 
up  at  the  .Amman  conference  in 
1995. 

Since  then  the  process  of  getting 
it  oft'  the  ground  has  moved  slowly. 

“Unfortunately  it  was  obvious 
that  it  was  nor  going  :o  happen,” 
said  Naftali  Mofer,  the  manager  of 
the  technologies  department  &  the 
Peres  Center  for  Peace. 

“ft  was  a  very  big  and  grandiose 
project,  and  perhaps  that  is  v  hy  it 
failed.  It's  very  disappointing,  the 
region  clearly  needs  huge  amounts 
of  money."  he  said. 

Mofer  added,  however,  that  the 
center  has  now  developed  an  alter¬ 


native  fund  with  the  World  Bank  - 
which  it  hopes  might  go  some  way 
to  replacing  the  bank. 

The  Peace  Technology  Fund  has 
raised  $60  million.  520  million  each 
from  die  Israeli  and  Palestinian 
business  communities,  and  another 
520  million  from  outside  sources,  to 
invest  in  joint  schemes  by  Israeli 
and  Palestinian  businesses. 

“We  realized  some  time  ago  the 
way  the  wind  was  blowing  con¬ 
cerning  the  bank  and  decided  to 
move  ahead  on  our  own."  said 
Mofer. 

‘The  region  has  tremendous  eco¬ 
nomic  potential  but  we  need  an 
investment  fund  to  realize  it.  A 
fund  where  Palestinian  and  Israeli 
money  sits  together  is  perhaps  a 


better  model,"  he  said. 

The  center  hopes  to  open  a  simi¬ 
lar  fund  with  Jordan,  called  the 
Gateway  Fund,  in  the  months  to 
come. 


Koor  Industries  yesterday 
announced  that  92.47  percent  oF

The  change  took  place  follow¬ 
ing  an  Antitrust  Authority 
announcement  That  its  investiga¬ 
tors  • recommended  indicting 
senior  exedutiveS  at  Tadiran.  .aid 
Tchad,  which  is  also  a  subsidiary 
of  Koor.  for  allegedly  fixing  the 
prices  of  switchboards  sold  to 
Bezeq. 

Shareholders  apparently  fear 
that  Tadiran  ’s  market  value  would 
be  affected  by  the  investigation 
and  decided  to  sell  their  holdings. 

Koor  will  now  approach  the 
remaining  shareholders  and  offer 
to  buy  their  shares  for  the  same 
price. 

Jonathan  Kofber.  Koor’s  vice 
chairman  and  CEO,  said  in  a  j 
statement  that  the  tender  offerfT 
represents  on  important  step  in  a 
strategic  plan  to  simplify  Koor’s 
holding  structure.

Israeli  stocks  were  mixed  as  the 
US-led  attack  on  Iraq  raised  con¬ 
cern  the  Iraqis  could  repeat  their 
Gulf  War  missile  attacks  on  Israel. 

Iraq  pumps  about  3  percent  of 
the  world’s  oil. 

The  Maof  Index  of  the  Tel  Aviv 
Stock  Exchange's  25  largest  com¬ 
panies  fell  0.16%  to  297.17. 

Bank  Hapoalim  fell  1.22%  to 
NIS  7-31.  Warburg  Dillon  Read 
downgraded  the  stock  to  a  ‘‘hold’' 
because  of  what  it  described  as  the 
Israeli  economy's  “deteriorating" 
condition. 

Housing  &  Construction 
Holdings  rose  2.9%  to  2.48. 
Israel’s  biggest  construction 
company  announced  it  would 
join  a  group  of  companies  build¬ 
ing  the  SI  billion  TYans-  Israel 
Highway. 

Koor  Industries  fell  1.98%  to 
346.  Koor,  Israel’s  largest  industri¬ 
al  company,  said  it  completed  its 
buyout  of  minority  shareholders  in 
subsidiary  Tadiran  Ltd.,  which 
makes  defease  electronics  sys¬ 
tems.  software  and  household 
appliances.  Tadiran  fell  0.85%  to 
350. 

Bezeq  fell  0.96%  to  12.38.  The 
telephone  ■  company  said  it  will 
raise  international  call  rates 
1 1 .4%,  while  offering  discounts  to 
customers  who  select  specific 
countries  they  call  frequently. 

Teva  Pharmaceutical  Industries 
rose  1. 14%  to  177  50  shekels.  The 
company  said  it  would  stand  by  its 
chief  executive,  Eli  Hurvitz,  who 
was  convicted  on  tax  fraud 
charges  this  week.  Hurvitz  says  he 
will  appeal. 


Europe 


European  stocks  rose  for  a  third 
day,  led  by  Royal  Dutch 
Petroleum  Co.,  on  speculation  a 
military  strike  against  Iraq  will 
bolster  oil  prices. 

Hie  Bloomberg  Europe  500 
index  rose  1 33  points,  or  0.7%,  to 
19032,  as  gainers  outnumbered 
dediners  three  to  two.  AH  the 
benchmark,  indexes  in  Europe’s 
eight  largest  stock  markets  rose, 
except  for  Spain’s  IBEX  35.  Royal 
Dutch  rose  25  guilders  to  90.9, 
British  Petroleum  Co.  rose  20 
pence  to  8963. 

The  FTSE  100-share  index 
closed  up  54.8  points,  or  1.0  per¬ 
cent,  at  5,685.2. 

Veba  AG  slowed  the  Europe 
500*s  advance,  the  biggest  points 
decliner  on  the  index  on  expecta¬ 
tions  a  planned  investment  pro¬ 
gram  won't  do  enough  to  sustain 
profit  growth. 

While  crude  fell  as  much  as  36 
cents  to  $11  a  barrel  in  London, 
that's  still  more  than  14  percent 
higher  than  its  closing  price  of 
$9.64  a  week  ago,  the  lowest  close 
since  1986. 

Oil  stocks  “could  easily  go  up 
over  the  next  couple  of  weeks,” 
said  Jane  Coffey,  who  oversees 
about  $3.3  billion  as  the  head  of 
European  equities  at  Commercial 
Union  Investment  Management. 

She's  not  planning  to  buy  oil 
stocks,  though,  viewing  the  gains 
as  “a  very  short  term  move." 

Oil  companies  gained  on  specu¬ 
lation  conflict  in  the  Middle  East 
will  disrupt  supplies  and  boost 
crude  prices. 

“We’re  coming  back  into  oil 
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companies  like  Elf  and  Total.”  said 
Thierry  Girardet,  a  fund  manager 
at  Fival  SA.  “If  what  is  happening 
in  Iraq  leads  to  an  embargo  or  a 
supply  cut  of  any  kind,  oil  could 
rise  in  the  Longer  terra.” 

Iraq's  oil  'ministry  said-  the 
country's  oil  wells  and  ability  to 
export  oil  weren’t  impaired  by 
the  attack. 

“If  Iraq  did  stop  producing  oil 
then  that  would  be  enough  to  get 
rid  of  the  surplus,  although  we 
don't  think  that’s  very  likely."  said 
Sharon  Coombs,  a  European 
strategist  at  HSBC  Securities. 

Nevertheless,  she  favors  oil 
stocks  because  they’re  “incredibly 
cheap,  they  have  got  high  cash 
position  and  they're  generally 
quite  defeasive." 


Asia 


Australian  stocks  posted  their 
biggest  gain  in  four  weeks  as 
stronger  commodity  prices  lifted 


Broken  Hill  Propriety  Ltd.  and 
other  resources  companies. 

The  All-Ordinaries  index  rose 
42.70  points,  or  1.6%  to  2740.00, 
the  largest  rise  since  November 
23.  BHP  accounted  for  a  tenth  of 
the  index’s  gain. 

Banks  also  rose  as  the  govern¬ 
ment  said  in  a  budget  review  it 
expects  the  economy  to  grow 
3.25%  for  the  12  months  ended 
June-  30,  1999.  from  its  previous 
forecast  of  2.75%  growth. 

“Growth  has  stayed  strong  and 
that  has  probably  generated  more 
interest  in  the  market,"  said 
Russell  Barnes,  investment  man¬ 
ager  at  Zurich  Investment  manage¬ 
ment  Ltd.  in  Sydney,  which  over¬ 
sees  investments,  of  A$1  billion 
(5620  million). 

In  other  markets,  Taiwan's 
TWSE  stock  index  fell  1.8%  as  a 
member  of  a  government  stock- 
buying  group  pulled  out.  Japan's 
benchmark  Nikkei  225  average 
rose  0.2%  as  gains  by  banks 
were  offset  by  losses  by 
exporters,  on  concern  US  growth 
will  slow. 

Thailand’s  SET  feft  1.7%  as  an 
auction  of  bankrupt  finance  com¬ 
pany  loans  drew  fewer  buyers  than 
expected.

Impeachment  outweighs  Iraq  effect  on  dollar 


The  dollar  fell  against  the  mark 
and  yen  as  concern  that  US 
President  Bill  Clinton  will  be 
impeached  outweighed  the  military 
strike  against  Iraq  that  would  typi¬ 
cally  prompt  investors  to  buy  dol¬ 
lars.  “Impeachment  isn't  likely  to 
be  put  on  the  back  burner  for  a 
month,  but  maybe  a  day  or  two,” 
said  Paul  Kasriel.  an  economist  at 
Northern  Trust  Co.  in  Chicago. 
“The  lack  of  wholehearted  biparti¬ 
san  backing  of  the  bombing  deci¬ 
sion  by  the  president  suggests 
impeachment  fervor  is  quite  high." 
and  that's  hurting  the  dollar,  he  said. 

The  dollar  fell  to  1.6661  marks 
from  1.6774  marks  Wednesday  in 


New  York  and  to  1 16.03  yen  from 
1 16.74  yen.  So  far  this  year,  the  US 
currency  is  down  7.4  percent 
against  the  mark  and  7.4%  versus 
the  yen. 

Tire  dollar  got  some  support  in 
early  New  York  trading  after  a 
report  showed  the  US  international 
trade  deficit  unexpectedly  narrowed 
in  October. 

“There’s  been  a  lot  of  dollar  sell¬ 
ing  going  on,”  Ron  Arndt,  a  yen 
trader  at  Commerzbank.  “People 
are  still  looking  to  sell  dollars 
because  of  impeachment.” 

To  be  sure,  many  investors  said 
the  Senate  is  unlikely  to  remove 
Clinton  from  office  even  if  he  is

A  narrowing  US  trade  gap.is  good 
for  the  US  currency  because  it 
means,  there  are  fewer  dollars  left  in 
the  hands  of  foreign  exporters  to 
sell  for  their  own  currencies  repatri¬ 


ating  profits. 

The  Commence  Department  said 
the  country's  international  trade 
deficit  in  goods  and  services  nar¬ 
rowed  to  $14.2  billion  from  a 
revised  $  14.4b.  in  September. 
Economists  surveyed  were  expect¬ 
ing  the  report  to  show  the  trade 
shortfall  widened  to  $15.1  b. 

Still,  while  export  growth  was  £ 
strong,  which  bodes  well  for  the  * 
dollar,  traders  expect  the  deficit  to 
continue  to  widen.  This  report 
“doesn’t  change  the  trade  picture 
here  for  the  US,"  said  First  Union's 
Bryson.  “As  the  world  weakens,  tfie 
trade  gap  is  going  to  continue  to 
expand.”

“The  market  looked  at  the  trade 
report  and  said  maybe  the  econo¬ 
my  is  a  little  stronger  than  we 
think."  said  Alan  Day,  of 
Slratevest  Group  in  Burlington, 
Vermont.

olitical  campaign  wizard 
James  Carville  came  to 
Israel  to  meet  with  his 
newest  client,  Ehud  Barak,  just 
when  his  most  prominent  charge. 
Bill  Clinton,  also  happened  to*be 
in  the  country. 

"A  total  coincidence  -  not  that 
anybody’s  going  to  believe  me." 
Carville  said  Tuesday  night. 

He  noted  that  while  he  didn't 
speak  with  Clinton  in  Israel,  the 
president  would  be  calling  him 
later  that  night,  on  his  way  home 
on  Air  Force  One,  to  talk  about  his 
political  troubles  in  Washington. 

If  Carville's  visit  had  nothing  to 
do  with  Clinton’s  timetable,  it  had 
everything  to  dn  with  Barak's:  The 
'  Labor  leader  saw  a  campaign  about 
to  start,  and  an  election  in  May  or 
June,  so  he  wanted  to  get  Carville 
out  here  in  a  hurry,  said  Aliza 
Goren.  Barak's  spokeswoman. 

Very  simply,  Carville  is  Barak's 
answer  to  Arthur  Finkelstein.  The 
Labor  Party  has  ridiculed 
Netanyahu  ever  since  the  1996  cam¬ 
paign  for  hiring  an  American  politi¬ 
cal  Svengali  to  feed  him  his  lines; 
now  Labor  has  hired  one  of  its  own. 

CARVILLE,  however,  has  a 
greater  reputation  than  Finkelstein 
L\ in  America,  as  well  as  in  other 
fjparts  of  ihe  world.

'  Southern  governor  against  an 
incumbent  president  coming  off  a 
war  victory''  Carville  has  become 
known  as  the  man  who  teaches 
liberals  bow  to  move  toward  the 
centetind  win.

Asked  if  the  Labor  Party  thought

-With  his  shaved  head  and  promi¬ 
nent  brow  he  looked  like  a 
Svengali,  but  the  striped  polo 
shirt,  denims  up  around  his  ankles 
and  Heineken  in  his  hand  softened 
the  impression. 

He  laughed  a  lot,  and  his 
demeanor  seemed  to  say,  “Hey, 
I'm  here  to  learn.” 

Arriving  here  with  Greenberg 
and  their  other  partner,  media  man 
Robert  Shrum,  Carville  freely 
admitted  rhai  he  wasn’t  well- 
versed  in  1  .  aeli  politics.

“If  concessions  are  so  great,  it’s 
better  to  take  a  chance,  especial¬ 
ly  if  Netanyahu  is  establishing 
the  Palestinian  state,”  he  says, 
adding,  “I  am  not  willing  to 
believe  Netanyahu’s  promises 
anymore” 
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IN  the  upcoming  vote,  Kleiner 
says  he  is  not  depending  on  the 
support  of  the  National  Religious 
Party  MKs  active  in  the  front, 
including  Zvi  Hendel  and  Hanan 
PoraL  against  Netanyahu. 

“I  can  understand  them...  as 
long  as  there  is  a  slight  hope  that 
Bibi  will  stop  the  concessions,” 
he  says. 

In  meetings  with  the  prime 
minister  at  the  end  of  the  week, 
Hendel  and  Porat  said  they  were 
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DESPITE  his  official  status  as  a 
member  of  the  Gesher  faction, 
which  is  viewed  as  more  socially 
and  politically  moderate,  Kleiner, 
emphasizes  that  no  mistaktjf 
should  be  made  about  his  views  i 
■  on  the  peace  process. 

“I  voted  against  the  Camp 
David  Accords  in  the  Herat  cep- 
(  tral  committee”  he- notes  proud¬ 
ly-  :  * 

In  September,  Kleiner  froze  all 
his  parliamentary  activities  on 
behalf  of  Gesher.  Hie  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Gesher  faction,  he 
notes,  had  nothing  to  do  with 
political  issues.  Kleiner's  mem¬ 
bership  in  Gesher,  he  says, 
resulted  from  his  long-term  ties 
to  the  David  Levy  camp  in  the 
Likud. 

He  says  he  joined  the  govern¬ 
ment  with  Gesher  because  he 
could  live  with  die  joint  Likudj- 
Tsomet-Gesher  platform.  '■  lI 
But  since  then,  he  says,  “Ldw 
and  Netanyahu  have  made  a  U- 
turn.”  .

If  elections  are  held,  Kleiner 
says  he  is  planning  to  establish  a 
new  party. 

“There  is  a  hole  in  the  right- 
wing  map,”  he  says.  “I  believe 
that  the  19  members  of  the  Land 
of  Israel  Front  and  their  support¬ 
ers  in  the  public  should  form  a 
new  party  to  replace  the  Likud.” 
(Nineteen  MKs  voted  against  the 
Wye  accord  last  month.) 

The  Likud,  he  says,  betrayed  its 
ideology  by  accepting  the 
Hebron  and  Wye  agreements.

Clinton,  on  the  other  hand,

for  good  measure.  But  despite 
the  message  of  conciliation  and 
the  colorful  choir  at  the  Church 
of  the  Nativity,  he  could  no  more 
make  Netanyahu  move  forward 
with  further  redeployment  than 
he  could  make  his  problems  back 
home  disappear. 

Whether  he  was  standing  beside 
Netanyahu  talking  about 
America’s  commitment  to  Israel’s 
security  or  speaking  before  the 
PNC  about  a  better  future  for  the 
Palestinian  people;  whether  he 
was  grooving  to  the  strains  of  an 
Israeli  saxophonist  or  mopping 
up  humous  with  Palestinian  secu¬ 
rity  chiefs  the  president  was 
asked  -  over  and  over  again  - 
“Are  you  going  to  resign?"

i  But  whatever  goodwill  there  may 
have  been  dissipated  in  the  barrage 
of  criticism  and  threats  Arafat  and 
Netanyahu  met  upon  their  return. 

Death  sentences  were  placed  on 
Arafat’s  head;  Netanyahu  was 
feced  with  political  demise 
So  both  did  what  wus  seemed 
natural  -  backpedal. 

Like  synchronized  swimmers 
heading  off  to  the  opposite  sides 
of  the  pool,  Arafat  and  Netanyahu 
moved  apart  in  perfect  timing, 
each  performing  toe  same  tough 
dance  of  blame.  Luckily  for  them, 
the  agreement,  and  toe  clarifica¬ 
tions,  were  ambiguous  enough  to 
offer  both  a  measure  of  solace. 

The  Wfye  Accord,  to  use  one  criti¬ 
cal  example,  did  not  categorize  what 
type  of  Palestinian  prisoner  Israel 
should  release.  As  a  result.  Arafat, 
in  an  apparent  attempt  to  prove  his 
accomplishments,  indicated  to  his 
people  that  toe  heroes  of  the 
Palestinian  struggle  would  be  freed. 

Anticipation  rose.  Wives  dusted 
off  old  framed  photographs,  moth¬ 
ers  matched  off  to  toe  drop-off 
points  to  wait,  everyone  held  their 
breath. 

But  most  of  those  who  got  off 
the  prison  buses  -  a  motley  crew 
of  car  thieves  and  pickpockets 
with  a  month  or  two  left  of  their 
sentences  -  were  not  the  men  the 
masses  were  waiting  for. 

Arafat’s  freedom  fighrers  are,  as 
the  saying  goes,  Netanyahu's  ter¬ 
rorists.  The  blood  on  their  hands  « 
cannot  be  rinsed  off  by  any  accord, 
and  will  keep  those  men  in  jail.  ! 
asserts  Netanyahu,  for  ail  time. 

And  although  there  is  whisper¬ 
ing  of  a  compromise  in  toe  air, 
Netanyahu’s  office  hotly  denies  it 
No  way,  they-  say.  will  killers  be  let  / 
free,  and  especially  not  under 
pressure. 


CLINTON,  like  Arafat  and 
Netanyahu,  caters  to  internal 
demands  even  as  he  faces  toe 
world.  And  if  the  Palestinian  and 
Israeli  publics  pushed  their  leaders 
to  rein  in  their  half-hearted  enthu¬ 
siasm  for  the  Wye  deal,  so 
Clinton’s  problems  at  home 
pushed  him  to  wort  doubly  hard  at 
achieving  success  on  this  front. 

Bui  in  toe  scramble  to  impress 
toe  home  crowd,  it  was  Netanyahu 
who  wen  out  by  managing  to  push 
off  further  Israeli  redeployment  in 
toe  West  Bank. 

Mission  thwarted,  Clinton  spun  it 
as  well  as  he  could,  and  went  home.

and  West  Bank  demonstrations 
about  to  begin  in  full  force.  With 
the  Palestinians  -  enraged  by  the 
bombings  of  Iraq  -  setting  fire  to 
toe  very  flags  they  waved  at  toe 
US  president.  With  Saddam 
Hussein  playing  patriotic  songs 
on  Iraqi  TV  and  toe  Americans 
sending  more  Patriot  missiles  to 
Israel. 

In  short,  we’re  back  at  toe  tense 
standstill  of  toe  months  before 
Wye,  before  toe  grand  jury  con¬ 
vened  on  Clinton,  and  before  the 
UN  inspection  teams  were 
allowed  back  into  Iraq. 

Perhaps  the  lesson  Arafat, 
Netanyahu  and  Clinton  must  all 
learn  is  that  problems  solved  with 
ambiguity  never  go  away,  they  just 
take  naps. 
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Amid  haredi  dreams  of  changing 
society’s  face,  ‘secularism’  rules  the  day 


Ironically,  while  the  haredim  have 
amassed  enough  power  to  bring 
down  the  government,  they 
haven’t  been  able  to  push 
religious  legislation  through  the 
Knesset.  Herb  Keinon  reports 


In  three  successive  weeks,  the 
courts  have  handed  down 
precedent-setting  rulings  that 
contain  the  seeds  for  fundamen¬ 
tal  change  in  the  way  the  country 
looks  and  feels. 

The  first  was  the  November 
decision  by  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  to  force  the  religious 
councils  in  Jerusalem  and  Kiryat 
Tivon  to  seat  representatives  of 
the  Reform  and  Conservative 
movements,  a  small  victory  by 
these  movements  in  their  strug¬ 
gle  to  gain  recognition  and  Legit¬ 
imacy  in  the  eyes  of  the  state. 

The  second  decision  came  two 
weeks  ago,  when  the  Jerusalem 
Labor  Court  ruled  that  kibbutz 
shopping  centers  could  remain 
open  to  the  public  on  Shabbat. 
This  ruling  drastically  changed  a 
situation  in  which  only  selected 
places  of  “cultural  activity"  such 
as  theaters  and  cinemas  were  per¬ 
mitted  to  operate  on  Shabbat.  An 
appeal  on  this  is  inevitable. 

The  third  and  most  significant 
decision  was  last  week's  High 
Court  of  Justice  ruling  rendering 
‘’illegal"  the  current  situation 
where  yeshiva  students  receive 
wholesale  draft  deferments.The 
court  gave  the  Knesset  a  year  to 
draw  up  legislation  determining 
whether  and  how  many  yeshiva 
students  can  continue  to  receive 
deferments. 

Relating  to  these  rulings,  the 
Agudat  Yisrael  daily  Hamodia 
wrote  earlier  this  month,  ‘It  is 
difficult  to  rid  oneself  of  the  feel¬ 
ing  that  there  are  people  in 
Israel's  legal  system,  from  the 
Supreme  Court  down  to  the  labor 
courts,  who  have  placed  them¬ 
selves  in  the  service  of  the  state's 
anti-religious  sectors  and  are 
leading  the  people  in  Zion  to  a 
split.  These  people,  one  after  the 
other,  are  adopting  every  anti- 
religious  petition  that  reaches 
tlieir  desks." 

The  paper's  angry  reaction  was 
expected.  In  fact,  it  was  mild 
compared  to  the  reaction  in 
another  haredi  daily.  Degel 
Hatorah’s  Yaied  Ne'eman.  Last 
year,  after  Supreme  Court 
President  Aharon  Barak  over¬ 
turned  then  transportation  minis¬ 
ter  Yitzhak  Levy's  decision  to 
close  Jerusalem’s  Rehov  Bar-Ilan 
to  traffic  during  Shabbat  and  fes¬ 
tival  prayer  times,  the  paper 


thundered:  “The  religious  and 
Orthodox  public  has  a  dangerous 
enemy...  called  Aharon  Barak." 

EVERY  time  the  court  hands 
down  a  ruling  that  deals  with  reli¬ 
gious  issues,  such  editorials 
appear  in  the  haredi  dailies.  This 
has  meant  a  spate  of  angry  editori¬ 
als,  since  Barak  -  the  champion  of 
“judicial  activism"  -  takes  the 
courts,  with  increasing  frequency, 
where  Israeli  judges  have  hesitat¬ 
ed  to  go  before:  into  the  sticky 
realm  of  synagogue-state  rela¬ 
tions. 

la  addition  to  the  editorials, 
these  types  of  rulings  always  lead 
the  religious  parties  to  promise 
laws  that  will  supersede  the  court 
action,  the  so-called  “Supreme 
Court  bypass  laws.” 

ironically,  however,  despite  the 
religious  parties’  unprecedented 
representation  in  the  Knesset, 
they  have  been  unable  to  set  key 
“Supreme  Court  bypass  laws"  uff 
the  ground. 

Recent  haredi  political  power 
has  not  translated  into  the  power 
to  change  the  character  of  the 
state.  Financial  benefits  for  hare¬ 
di  constituents  and  institutions, 
resoundingly  yes;  power  to  enact 
laws  that  would  change  the  feel 
of  the  state,  definitely  not. 

If  anything,  recent  court  cases 
have  shown  that  the  courts  are 
steering  the  country  in  the  oppo¬ 
site  direction  of  where  the  hared¬ 
im  would  like  to  see  it  go.  with 
the  haredi  parties  able  to  do  very 
little  about  it. 

IT  HAS,  indeed,  been  more  diffi¬ 
cult  for  the  religious  parties  to 
enact  Supreme  Court  bypass  laws 
than  it  has  for  at  least  one  of  the 
parties,  the  National  Religious 
Party,  to  get  money  for  bypass 
roads  to  the  settlements  in  the 
territories. 

With  one  glaring  exception:  the 
1994  Frozen  Meat  Law  that 
banned,  except  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances,  the  import  of  nonkosher 
meat,  and  which  effectively  over¬ 
turned  a  Supreme  Court  ruling 
that  said  the  opposite. 

What  is  striking  about  this  lav.- 
is  that  it  was  passed  not  during 
the  current  government's  tenure, 
when  the  religious  parties  have 
23  seats,  but  when  there  was  only 
one  religious  party  in  the  govern¬ 


ment  -  Shas  -  with  six  MKs  and 
one  cabinet  seat 

During  the  current  Knesset  the 
parties  have  been  unable  to  pass 
any.  !  “bypass  laws."  Attempts,  to 
pass  the  controversial  Conversion 
Bill,  which  would  have  stipulated 
that  in  Israel  only  Orthodox  con¬ 
versions  are  acceptable,  never 
made  any  headway.  This  bill 
would  have  preempted  an 
inevitable  Supreme  Court  ruling 
on  Reform  and  Conservative  con¬ 
versions. 

Likewise.  the  Religious 
Council  bill,  stipulating  that 
members  of  the  religious  coun¬ 
cils  pledge  allegiance  to  the  chief 
rabbis  and  the  Shulhan  Aruch 
(Code  of  Jewish  Law),  never 
made  it  to  the  floor  because  the 
religious  parties  realized  they  did 
not  have  the  necessary  votes  to 


see  the  bill  through. 

Shas  MK  David  Tal  attributed 
this  to  the  weakness  of  the  coali¬ 
tion.

“The  coalition  is  very  weak;  it 
doesn't  work."  he  said.  “The  Left 
could  [usher  through  these  types 
of  laws].

say  yes  to  something,  it  means 
yes.” 

Tal.  noted  the  irony  that  while 
Shas  has  had  the  power  for  the 
last  two-and-a-half  years  to  bring 
down  the  government,  it  hasn’t 
succeeded  in  pushing  religious 
legislation  through  the  Knesset 

“We  can  topple  the  govern¬ 
ment,  but  we  cannot  pass  reli¬ 
gious  legislation  because  in  the 
coalition  we  can't  find  partners 
to  support  these  laws,"  he  said. 
“Unfortunately  we  don’t  have  the 
strength  to  influence  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  state.” 

“Only  the  Left  can  legislate 
religious  laws,"  said  NRP  MK 
Yigal  Bibi,  deputy  religious 
affairs  minister,  in  a  play  on  the 
well-worn  slogan,  “only  the 
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Right  can  bring  peace." 

“The  Left  has  more  discipline; 
the  public  feels  that  if  they  are 
the  ones  supporting  the  bill,  it  is

okay.  When  the  Left  pushes  this 
kind  of  legislation,  there  is  much 
less  opposition.” 

NETANYAHU  caused  a  furor  in 
July  when  he  suggested  passing 
legislation  which  would  prevent 
the  court  from  intervening  in  mat¬ 
ters  concerning  religious  outlook 
and  criticized  Aharon  Barak  for 
being  more  concerned  with  “judi¬ 
cial  activism"  than  dealing  with 
the  overloaded  work  of  the  courts. 

In  a  remark  that  caused  much 
consternation,  he  said:  “If  the 
Supreme  Court  continues  not  to 
abide  by  the  law,  we  will  have  to 


pass  a  law  that  the  Supreme  ^ 
Court  must  judge  according  to 
the  law.’’ 

Although  couching  his  criti¬ 
cism  this  time  around  in  more 
diplomatic  language,  Netanyahu 
said  that  he  felt  the  court  was 
grossly  overextending  its  Teach, 
and,  as  a  result,  losing  the  confi¬ 
dence  and  trust  of  the  religious 
public  -  and  more  and  more  of 
the  secular  public  as  well. 

Claude  Klein,  a  law  professor 
at  the  Hebrew  University  and  an 
expert  in  constitutional  law,  dis¬ 
agreed  with  the  assessment.  He 
agreed  that  the  court  had  lost  the 
confidence  of  the  haredim,  but 
called  it  an  overstatement  to  say 
it  had  lost  the  faith  of  the  entire 
religious  population,  or  large  / 
parts  of  the  secular  public.  £ 

“If  tiie  conn  loses  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  all  of  society,  or  even  a 
large  part  of  it,  that’s  problemat¬ 
ic,”  he  said.  “But  that  is  not  the 
case  now. 

“The  haredi  population  com¬ 
prises  only  eight  to  10  percent  of 
the  entire  population  -  they  just 
make  a  great  deal  of  noise  when 
decisions  go  against  them."

"Our  assessment  is  that  Saddam 
is  now  dealing  with  bis  survival. 
Hitting  him  will  be  very,  very 
hard."  the  source  continued. 

He  added  that  Israel  believes  the 
attack  on  Iraq  has  left  “many 
dozens  of  casualties.’’  But  this 
would  not  be  a  factor  in  determin¬ 
ing  whether  or  not  the  attack  suc¬ 
ceeded  or  failed. 

The  Americans  have  declared  that 
the  goal  of  the  attack  is  to  get 
Saddam  back  to  cooperating  with 
(JN  weapons  inspectors,  and  that  it 
wasn't  an  act  of  punishment  But 
should  Saddam  survive  and  win  the 
backing  of  the  Arab  world  and 
Russia,  then  the  US  attack  would  be 
considered  a  failure. 

Saddam's  two  main  goals  remain 
the  preservation  of  his  weapons  of 
mass  destruction  and  the  lifting  of 
sanctions. 

If  sanctions  are  lifted,  the  security 
source  warned,  Iraq  could  quickly 
rebuild  its  massive  arsenal  of  chem¬ 
ical  and  biological  weapons,  as  well 
as  surface-! resurface  missiles  capa¬ 
ble  of  reaching  Israel.

She  said  Arab  leaders  understood 
Washington  bad  given  diplomacy 
every  chance  to  work  before  the 
attacks  began. 

‘They  know  we  have  resorted  to 
this-' '  action  because  ’  Saddam 
■Hussein  left  us  no  other  choice. 
LSie,rus,  they  are  concerned  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Iraqi  people,”  she 
said.  They  [Arab  leaders]  know 
that  we  are  exercising  every  effort 
to  avoid  civilian  casualties  in  this 
operation.  There  have  been  a  few 
critical  public  comments,  but  foe 
reaction  so  far  serves  to  underscore 
how  isolated  Saddam  Hussein  is  in 
the  Arab  world.”

UEFA  officially  confirmed  yes¬ 
terday  that  Israel  will  not  host  the 
Under- 1 8 ’s  soccer  tournament  due 
to  the  situation  in  the  Gulf.  The 
long-waited  decision  states  that 
the  four-nation  tournament  that 
was  supposed  to  have  taken  place 
in  Israel  earlier  last  month  will  be 
hosted  by  Spain  in  March. 

The  original  changes  which 
UEFA  had  supported  were  to  hold 
the  games  here  in  January,  but  the 
new  military  tensions  caused  a 
change  of  venue  as  well  as  a  date 
change. 

Coach  Ze’ev  Zeltzer  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post  yesterday  that  the 
new  schedule  is  problematic  for 
his  team:  “  It  came  as  a  great  blow 
to  us  because  all  our  players  are 
supposed  to  join  the  IDF  around 
that  time,  and  two  of  them  are 
even  expected  to  take  part  in 
Maccabi  Haifa's  bid  to  reach  the 
semifinals  of  Europe's  Cup 
Winners  Cup  (Yossi  Benayoun 
and  Yaniv  Katan)."

Former  boxing 
trainer  Solomon 
dead  at  83 

PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  -  Sam 
Solomon,  known  for  training 
some  of  boxing’s  top  heavy¬ 
weights,  isdead  at  83.  . 

Solomon  dfedof  heart  failure  at 
St.  Ignatius  Nursing  Home  in  West 
Philadelphia. 

He  trained  Muhammad  Ali.  Leon 
Spinks  and  Sonny  IJston  before 
they  became  world  champions. 

Solomon  began  his  career  as  a 
boxer,  fighting  more  than  300 
bouts  as  an  amateur  welterweight 
and  lightweight.  He  started  to  box 
so  he  could  defend  himself  from 
bullies  in  his  south  Philadelphia 
neighborhood,  his  family  said. 

Solomon  became  a  trainer  in 
1950  because,  he  said,  it  was  easi¬ 
er  than  getting  punched.  He  was 
also  a  catcher  in  the  Negro 
leagues. 

Solomon  retired  as  a  boxing 
trainer  10  years  ago,  but  continued 
to  work  with  youngsters  at  the 
Haddington  Recreation  Center 
until  a  few  years  ago  when  he  had 
to  stop  due  to  Alzheimer's  disease.

ence  call  with  reporters.  "We're 
going  to  find  ourselves  locked  into 
a  12th-hour  scenario. 

“At  this  stage  it's  kind  of  like 
poker,  and  what  they're  tiying  to 
do  is  see  who  blinks  first." 

The  sides  have  not  met  since 
Saturday,  and  no  meetings  are 
scheduled  prior  to  this  weekend, 
when  Stem  will  leave  tor  his  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  Colorado  ski  resort 
town. 

An  NBA  spokesman  said  Stem 
could  be  in  New  York  within  a  few 
hours  if  developments  warranted. 

Hunter  said  he  will  fly  home  to 
San  Francisco  for  the  holidays  if 
Stem  leaves  town.

most  detailed  conversations  of  the 
5!4-month-old  lockout,  said  the 
“drop  dead"  date  for  saving  the 
season  must  be  after  the  holidays. 

‘Things  can’t  be  too  critical  or 
extreme  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
commissioner  Stem  is  planning  a 
vacation  in  Aspen.  If  that’s  die 
case,  I  would  assume  that  January 
1  is  noL  the  drop  dead  date. 

"We  have  looked  at  the  proposed 
schedules,  and  we  are  aware  if  the 
season  would  start  by  February  1. 
there  would  be  at  least  40-42 
games  left.  If  you  eliminate  the 
All-Star  game  and  maybe  added  a 
week  or  so.  you  could  get  up  to 
50-55  games." 

In  order  to  play  55  games,  how¬ 
ever.  teams  would  have  to  play 
five  games  pier  week. 

The  sides  are  fighting  over  how 
to  split  $2  billion  in  annual  rev¬ 
enue. 

The  main  points  of  contention 
remain  how  large  a  percentage  of 


revenues  will  be  devoted  to 
salaries  and  whether  there  will  be 
an  absolute  maximum  salary  for 
players  with  more  than  seven 
years’  experience. 

The  union  made  what  Hunter 
called  a  "substantial  concession" 
Saturday  by  offering  a  $10  million 
limit  on  the  salary  in  the  first  year 
of  any  new  contract  signed  by  a 
player  with  less  than  seven  years' 
experience. 

Although  the  situation  looks 
bleak,  both  Hunter  and  deputy  com¬ 
missioner  Russ  Granik  have  said 
that  a  deal  could  be  closed  in  less 
than  24  hours  once  the  sides  get 
back  inside  the  bargaining  room.

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Maccabi  TA  ‘fails’  to  lose 
by  desired  margin

In  a  farcical  battle  between 
which  basketball  team  could 
intentionally  miss  shots  the  best, 
Cibona  Zagreb  trounced  visiting 
Maccabi  Tel  Aviv  78-60  in  the 
final  game  of  the  EuroLeague’s 
first  stage  last  night  in  Zagreb. 

Because  the  EuroLeague  system 
created  a  situation  in  which  it  was 
actually  advantageous  for 
Maccabi  to  lose  by  more  than  19 
points,  the  Israelis  blatantly  tried 
to  hand  Cibona  at  least  a  20-point 
win  once  Tel  Aviv  knew  it  had  no 
chance  to  win  the  game. 

Maccabi  head  coach  Pmi 
Gershon  admitted  to  Channel  1 
after  the  game  that  he  ordered  his 
players  in  the  last  few  minutes  - 
once  it  was  clear  Tel  Aviv  had  no 
chance  to  win  -  to  play  for  the  20- 
point  loss,  not  that  there  was  any 
way  in  any  case  to  misinterpret  the 
sad  performance  of  both  squads  in 
the  game's  final  moments. 

But  since  it  was  not  to  Cibona's 
advantage  to  win  by  more  than  19, 
the  Croatians  in  tum  deliberately 
missed  free  throws  and  turned 
down  open  shots  in  what  was  a 
clear  embarrassment  to  European 
basketball. 

Maccabi  and  Cibona  both  fin¬ 
ished  the  EuroLeague 's  first  stage 
with  4-6  records,  but  Maccabi  fin¬ 
ishes  in  third  place  and  Cibona  in 
fourth  because  Tel  Aviv  won  by  19 
points  in  Yad  Eliahu. 

The  third-place  finish  -  which 
on  the  face  of  it  should  be  desir¬ 
able  because  it  means  Maccabi  is 
now  placed  together  with  the  bot¬ 
tom  three  teams  in  Group  A  in  the 
second  stage,  while  Cibona  has  to 
play  Group  A's  top  three  teams 
twice  -  ironically  puts  the  Israelis 
in  a  bind. 

The  third-place  finish  means  Tel 
Aviv  will  have  almost  no  chance 
to  catch  Efes  Pilsen  for  second 
place  (am*  earn  home-court  advan¬ 
tage  in  tbe'JFinal  16  best-of-three 
series):  in  the  .  six  .games  of  the 
competitao’n's  second  stage,  since 
Maccabi  is  three  games  behind  the 
Turks,  already  lost  twice  to  them 
and  does  not  get  a  chance  to  play 
them  again  (  the  records  from  the 
first  groups  cany  over  to  the  new 
groups). 

But  the  third  place  finish  also  - 
again  ironically  -  puts  Tel  Aviv  in 
greater  danger  of  finishing  in  fifth 
place  -  and  thus  failing  to  make 
the  Final  16  -  because  the  "bot¬ 


tom”  three  teams  of  Group  A  are 
not  that  weak.  ' 

Since  Maccabi  now  has  to  face 
those  three  teams  twice  each,  the 
bottom  clubs  -  Varese,  Vitoria  and 
Saratov  -  have  plenty  of  chances 
to  overtake  Maccabi. 

Cibona,  on  the  other  hand,  ^ 
now  in  a  much  better  position,^ 
even  though  it  finished  fourth.  It  is 
in  almost  no  danger  of  failing 
below  fourth  -  and  thus  out  of  the 
Final  16  picture. 

That  is  because  Cibona  carries 
with  it  a  better  record  than  the  two 
under  it  -  Manresa  and  Red 
Star  Belgrade  -  and  bolds  tie¬ 
breaker  advantages  over  them. 

Since  Manresa  and  Red  Star  do. 
not  have  the  chance  to  play. 
Cibona  again  and  they  have  to 
play  the  same  tougher  teams 
Cibona  does,  it  is  unlikely  they 
could  make  up  the  lost  ground. 

At  the  same  rime.  Cibona  has  a 
better  chance  of  capturing  second 
from  the  fourth  position  in  its  new’ 
group  than  Maccabi  does  from 
third  position  in  its  new  group. 

That  is  because  even  thougf 
Cibona  has  to  play  Group  A’s  top 
three  teams  (Zalgiris  Kaunas,- 
Fenerbahce  and  Pau-Orthez)  twice 
each,  at  least  victories  over  them  , 
would  boost  the  chances  of  finish-' 
ing  second  and  earning  home- 
court  advantage  in  the  Final  16 
series. 

Cibona  jumped  out  to  a  36-26- 
halftime  lead  last  night  thanks  to 
good  outside  shooting  of  its  own- 
and  terrible  field  god  shooting 
from  Maccabi.  which  arrived  in 
Zagreb  undermanned  due  to 
injuries  to  Borko  Radovic  and 
Doron  Sheffer  and  the  ineligibility 
for  European  games  of  new  play¬ 
ers  David  Benoit  and  Zdrabko 
Radulovic  (they  are  eligible  when 
the  EuroLeague’s  second  stage 
begins  on  January  7). 

Despite  a  fine  effort  from  Oded 
Katash,  who  himself  returned 
from  injury  to  play  his  first-game 
since  last  month,  Maccabi  waextot 
able  to  narrow  the  margin  in  the 
second  half  -  and  then  once  the 
game  was  out  of  hand  decided  to 
go  for  the  20-point  loss. 

EuroLeague  Group  B 
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Platt  becomes  Sene  A’i^ 
youngest  boss 


GENOA  (AP)  -  Sampdoria  of 
Genoa  introduced  David  Platt  as 
its  new  coach  yesterday,  making 
the  former  England  captain  the 
youngest  bench  boss  in  Serie  A. 

Platt.  32,  replaces  the  fired 
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Luciano  Spalletti  and  inherits  a 
reeling  club  just  one  spot  out  of 
the  relegation  zone  with  little 
more  than  half  the  season 
remaining. 

As  a  player,  Platt  was  part  of 
Sampdoria's  last  triumph,  the 
1994  Italian  Cup.  He  retired  in 
July  after  helping  Arsenal  to  a  rare 
Premiership  and  FA  Cup  double. 

The  midfielder  totaled  209  goals 


in  500  games  with  English  sides 
Crewe,  Aston  Villa  and  Arsenal, 
plus  Bari,  Juventus  and  Sampdoria 
in  Serie  A.  He  also  earned  62 
national  team  caps,  scoring  27 
times,  and  captained  England  in 
1993-94.' 

The  club’s  record  this  year  is  3- 
4-6,  which  has  Sampdoria  14th  in 
the  18-team  league. 

A  stake  in  Newcastle
